now much heightged)) thoſe imployments.are here 
held in their dye reputation; and the richeft  Cz- 
tizens in the Town, breed up their Children fo, as 
ro qualifie rhem for thoſe places. Anda«Finifter 
that is ſuteable to his character, is thought ſo 

ood a match , that generally they have ſuch 

ſtates eitherby ſucceſhon,or marnage, as ſupport 
them ſuteably to. the rank 'rhey hold. And in 
Geneva there is fo great a regulation upon expen- 
ces of all ſorts, thata ſmall ſur goes a great way. 
It is a ſurpriſing thing to ſee lo much learning as 
one finds in Geneva, not only among thofe whoſe 
profeſſion obliges them to ſtudy, but among the 
Magiſtrates and Citizens,and it there are not ma- 
ny men of the firſt form of /-arning among them, 
yer every body almoſt herc has a good tincture of 
a learned education, in ſo much, thatthey are ma- 
ſters of the Latin, they know the Controverſies 
of Religion, and Hiſtory, and they are generally 
men ot. good ſenſe. 

There is an univerſal C:viliry , not only to« 
wards Strangers, but towards one another, that 
TEigns all the Town over, and leans to an excels: 
ſo that in them one ſees a mixture of a French 0- 

enneſs,, and an 7ta/ian exattneſs: there is indeed a 
lurlexoo.much of the laſt, A 4 The 
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The publick 7»/tjte of the City. is-quick and 
ood, and is more, Commended thay the private 
I fice of thoſe that deal in trade; a want of-{in- 
cerity 1s much lamented by thoſe. that know the 
Town well. There is no publick leudneſs tole- 
rated, and the diſorders of that ſort are managed 
with great addreſs. And notwithſtanding their 
neighbourhood to the Switzers, drinking 1s very 
little known among them. One of the beit parts of 
their Law is the way of (clling Eſtates, which is 
likewiſe practiſed in Switzerland, and is called 
Subbaſtation, from the: Roman cuſtom of ſelling 
$zb haſta. A man thatis to buy an Eſtate, agrees 
with. the owner., and then intimates it to the 
Government ; who order three ſeveral proclama- 
tions to be made fix Weeks one after another of 
the intended ſale, that is to beon ſuchaday : when 
the day comes, the Creditors df the ſeller, if they 
apprehend that the E/taze is fold at an under va- 
Jue, may out-bid the Buyer ; bur if they do not 
interpoſe , the Buyer delivers the money to the 
State, which upon that, gives him his title ro the 
Eſtate ,* which can never be ſo much as brought 
under a debate in Law ; and. the price is payed 
into the State , and is by them p1ven cirther to 
the Creditors of the Seller, if he owes money, or 
to the ſeller himſelt. | 
This Cuſtom prevails likewiſe in Swiſe , 
where alſo twelve years poſleſhon gives a pre- 
ſcription 3 ſo that in no place of the World 
are the zitles ro Eſtates ſo ſecure ashere. The con-

Geneva , and in moſt of the Cantons,. The So- 
veraignty lies in the Comncl of 200. and this (oxn« 
e11 chules out, of its number 25, who axe the /eſer

great .Council, they are choſen by a ſort at Baller, 
1o that jx is not known for whom they give their 
votes ,. Which 1s an effectual method to ſuppreſs 
factions and reſentments; fince in a compettion, 
no man can know who voted tor him or againſt 
hun : . yer the Eletton is not fo carricd , but thar 
the whole Town 1s in an intrigue concerning it : 
for ſince the being of the /:ttle Council leads one 
ro the Szndicat, which is the Chici honour of the 
State ; this dignity is courted here, with as ative 
and ſolicitous an ambition , as appears elſewhere 
for greater matters. The 2090. are choſen and 
centured by the 25, ſo thar theſe. evo Comncails, 
which are both for lite, are checks oge upon an- 
other.

Court has no eAnthority , bur is called rogether 
by the 25, whea any extraordinary occaſion makes 
it adviſable for them to.call for a more g 
concurrence, 1n the Reſolutions that they are a- 
bout to form. And this Conc:l is of the nature 
of a Comncil of State, that only gives advice, but 
has no power in it ſelf ro enforce its advice. The

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whole body 'of the Burgeſes chuſe the' Sindics 
the firſt Sunday of the year, and there are ſome 
other Elefons that do likewiſe belong to' then, 
The difterence between the Burgeſſes and Citi- 
zensis, that the.tormerdegree may be bought, or 
given to Strangers, and they are capable to be of 
the zoo, but none is a Cztizen bur he that is the 
Son of a Burgeſs , and that is born within the

I need fay no moreof the Conſtitution of this 
little Rep#blick,, its chief ſupport, is in the firm 
Alliance thathas ſtood now ſo long between it, and 
the Cantons of Bern and Zurich, and it is fo vift- 
bly the intereſt cf all Swirzerland, to preſerveit, as 
the Key, by which ir may beall laid open ,thar if 
the Canronshad notforgorren their [ntereſt1o pal- 
pably, in ſuffering the French ro become Matters 


- . of the Franche Counte, one would think thattkey 


would not be capable 'of ſuffering Geneva to be 
toucht : For all cli can be done 1n tortifying the 
Town, can fignifie no more, but to pur it in caſe 
to reſiſt aſurpriſe, orfcalade : (mceifa Royal Army 
comes againit it, 'to beſiege it in form, it 1s cer- 
tain, that-unleſs the Swwzzers come down with a 
ſorce able to raiſe thefiege, rhoſe within will be 
abletomakea very ſhort reſiſtance. 

From Geneva I went through the Countrey of 
Vand,orthe Valley, and Lanſanneits Chief Town, 
in my way to Bern. The Town of Laxſanne is (i- 
tuatcd on three Hills, fo that the whole Town is a(- 
cent and deſcent,and thatvery ſteep, chiefly on the 
ſide on which the Church ſtands, which is a very 
noble Fabrique. The South-wall of the Croſs was 


ſo ſplit by an Earthquake about 30 years ago, that 


there was a rent made from top to bottom above a 
; foot 
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foot wide; Which was fo cloſed up zen years af- 
ter by another Earthquake, that now' one _ 
ſces where the breach was. This extravagant f1- 
tuation of the Town was occaſioned by a Legend 
of ſore miracles wrought near the Church : which 
prevailed ſo much on the credulity of that age, 
that by it the Chxrcb, and fo in conſequence the 
Buildings near it were added: to the old Town, 
Which itood on the other H1/, where. there was 
a Town made on the high-way from the Lake mto 


"a = 


Switzerland, to which the chief priviledges of the - 


Town, particularly thejudicature of lite and death, 
do ſtill belong. Between Genevaand thi, lies the 


Lake, which at the one cnd iscalled the Lake of 


Geneva, and at the other the Lake of Lanſanne. [ 
need not mention the dimenſions ot it which arc 
ſo well known, only in ſome places the depth has 


neverbeen found, for it 1s morethen 500. Fathom; 


the Banks of the Zake are the beauritulleit plots 
of ground that can be imagined for they look as 
if Toy had been laid by art, the ſloping is fo eafie 
'and ſo equal, and the grounds are ſo well culti- 
vated and peopled, that a more delighting pro- 
ſpe& cannot be ſeen any where : the Lake 1s well 
fockr with excellent Fish, but their numbers do 
ſenſibly decreaſe, and one fort 1s quite loſt; it is 
not only to be a{cribed to the ravenoulſneſs of the 
Pikes that abound init, but to another ſort of Fs5h 
that they call Afoxrtails, which were never taken 
in the Lake till within theſe-ſix years laſt palit; 
they fare in the Lake of Neuf-(haſtel, and tome 
of theother Lakes of Switzerland, and it 15 likely 
that by ſome conveyance under ground they may 
have come into Channels that fall into this Lake:

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- , -notonlyagreatpond made by the Rhofre, that runs 
into it. ,; but does not-+pafs through it unmixt zas 
ſome' Travellers have tondly imagined , becauſe 
ſometimes a ſoft gale makes a curling of the War 
tersin ſome places, whichruns ſmooth in. the pla- 
ces over which that ſoft breath af Wind does not 

als, the gale varying its place often. But 4t18 
| vr2-Sp ,that there are alſo many great Fountains 


all over the Lake, theſe Springs do very proba- 


bly flow from ſome valt cavities that are in the WW 


neighbouring Mountains, which are. as great Ci- 
ferns , that diſcharge themſelves/ in the Yalleys, 
whichare covered over with Lakes: And on the 
two {des of the Alpes, both North and South, 
there isſo great 4 numberof thoſe little Spas, that 
it may be caſily gueſſed they muſt have vaſt ſour- 
ces that feed ſo conſtantly thoſe huge ponds. And 
when one conſiders the beight of thoſe Huls, the 
chain of ſo many of them together, & their exrent 
both in length and breadth ; it at farſt he thinks of 
the old Fables of laying one Hill upon the trop of 
another , he will be atterwardsapr to. imagin ; a- 
cording to. the ingenious conjecture of ene that 
travelled over them oftner than orice , that theſe 
cannot be the primary productions of the Author 
of; Nature ; but are the vaſt ruins of the: firſt 
World, which atthe Deluge broke here into ſoma- 
ny inequalities. 

One H#« not far from Geneva, called « Maudit 
or Curſed, of which one third is alwayes covered 
with Snow”, 1s two miles of perpendicular height, 
according to the obſervation ot that incomparable 
\Mathemarician and Philoſopher , Nicolas Fatro 
': Dailey , whoat 22. years of, age 18 already one of 

the greateſt Men ofhis age, and ſeerns to beborg

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yer atrained. | 
- But now I will entertain you a little with the 
State of Bern; 'for that Canton alone is above a 
third part of all Switzerland. I will fay nothing 
of its beginning fHdr Hiſtory , nor will I inlarge 
upon the Conſtitution, which areall well known. 
It has a Concil of 206 that goesby that name, tho 


It conſifisalmoſt of 300, and another of 25, as\Ge- 


The Chief Magiſtrates are two Adwvoyers, 


are'for lite; and have an authority not unlike that 
of the Roman Conſuls:cach being his year by turns 
the Advoyer in office. After them, there are the 
tour Bannerets , who anſwer to the Tribunes of the 
Peoplein Rome :then come the two Burſars or Trea- 
ſurers, one for the ancient German Territory , the 
otherfor the French Territory, or the Countrey' of 
Vaud, and the twolaſt choſen of the 25 are called 
the Secrets; for to them all fecrets relating to the 
Sratearediſcovered : and they have anauthority of 
calling the 200 together when they think fit, and 
of accuſihg thoſe of the Magsſtracy , the Advoyers 
themſelves nor excepred, as they ſee cauſe: tho this 
falls our ſeldom. | 
There are 72. Bailiages ,-into which the whole 
Canton of Bern is divided; and in every one of 
thoſe there is a Ba:lif named by the Comneorlof2o0, 
who mutt be a {:zen of Bern, and one of the 200, 
to which Coxncil no man can be choſen till he is 
married: theſe Basliages are imployments both of 
Honour and profit : tor the Bazlf 18the Governour 
and 7udge in that Fxr:ſdi#ion: fincethohe' has ſome 
Aſſeſſors, whoare choſen out of the-Bazhage, yethe 
may by his Authority: carsy matters which "_P 
! Wu 
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will, againſt all their opinions, andthe Bailiff have 


all the Confiſcations and fines, '{o that drinking being 


ſocommon in the Countrey, and that producing. 


many quarrels, the Bailif makes hisadvantage of 
all thoiediſorders: andinthe 6 years of his Govern- 
ment, according to the quality of his Bailsage he 
not only lives by it, but will carry perhaps 20000. 
Crowns with him back to Bern + on which he lives 
till he can carry another Bailiage: for one is capa- 
ble of being twice Bailif ; but tho ſome have 
been thrice Bailifs , this is very extraordinary. 
The Exattions of the Bailif are the only Impoli- 
tions or charges to which the nhabitants are 
ſubje&ed , and theſe falling only on the irre- 
gularities and diſorders of the more debauched , 
makes that this grievance, tho in ſome particu- 
lar caſes it preſſes hard, yer is not ſo univerſally 
felt: for a ſober and regular Manis in no danger, 
Many in this Canton are as in England Lords of 
Caſtels, or Mannors, and have a furiſdition ans 
nexed to their Eſtates, and name their Magiſtrate, 
who is called the Cafte/lan. In matters of ſmall 
conſequence there lies no appeal from him to 
the Basl:f, but beyond the value of: two Piſtols 
an appeal lies, and no ſentence of death is excu- 
ted, till it is confirmedat Bern. There lics alſoan 
= Cy from the Bailif to the Council at Bern. 
There are many complaints of the injuſtice of the 
Bazlifs : but. their Law 1s ſhort and clear, ſo that 
aſuitis ſoon ended, two or three hearings is the 
moſt, that even an intricate ſuit amounts to, Ei- 
| ther inthe firſt inſtance before the Bazlsf, or inthe 
ſecond Judgment at Bern. The Citizens of Bern 
conlider theſe Bazliages as their Inheritance, and 
they are courted jn this Stare perhaps with xs 
muc 
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tmuch Intrigue , as was. ever uſed among the. 
Romans in | the diſtribution-of their Proyinces : 
and ſo little ſignifie the beſt Regulations when 
there are Intrinlick diſeaſes in a ftate , that tho 
there is all poſhble precaution uſed in the no- 
mination of theſe Bazlifs, yet that has not pre- 
ſerved this ſtate from falling under fo great a 
miſchief by thoſe little Prowences ; that as- it 
has already in a great meaſure corrupted their 
morals, ſo it may likely turn in concluſion 
ro the ruin of this Repwblick, - All the Ele- 
tors give their voices by ballet , fo that they 
are free from all after game in the nomination 
of the perſon : all the kindred of the prerenders, 
even to the remoteſt degrees, are excluded from 
voting, as are al{oall theircreditors, ſe thatnone 
can vote but thoſe who ſeem to have no interett 
in the Iſſue of the competition z and yer rhere 
is ſo much intrigue and ſo great a corruption in 
the diſtribution of theſe 1imployments , that the 
whole buſineſs in which all Berz 1s ever in mo- 
tion, isthe catching, ofthe beſt Bazlzages , on which 
a family will have its Eye for many years be- 
fore they fall; for the Counſellors of Bern give 
a very ſmall ſhare of their Eſtates to their 
Children when'they marry them : all that they 
propoſe is to make a Bailzage ſure to them : for 
this, they feaſt and drink , and ſpare nothing by 
which they may make ſure a ſufficient nume 


ber of votes; but it is the chamber of the Ban- 


nerets that admits the pretenders to the 
competition. When the Bazlif is choſen, he 
takes all poſſible methods to make the beſt of 
it he can, and lets few crimes paſs, that ow

Whereas in the pais des YVaxd, the proviſions are 
ſer off as fallaries,and are generally from onehundtred 
to two hundred Crowns: It is viſible thatithoſe of 
Bern truſt more to the affeftions and fadelity of 
their ſubjefts;, than to the ftrength of their Walls; 
For as they have never finiſhed them ,'ſo what 
is built , cannot be brought © ro a regular forti- 
fication ; and it is not preſerved with any care, 
nor furniſhed with {anon ; but if - they have 
none on:their Ramparts, they have good ftore 
in their Arſenal , -in which they ſay there are 
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Arms for. forty thouſand Men. 

The Peaſants are generally. rich , chiefly. on 
the German fide, and arcall well Armed ;; they 
pay no duries to, the 'Publick : and the fot} 1sica* 
pable of great cultivation, . in which ſome fuc- 
ceed ſo well , that I was ſhewed ſome that were 
by .accident at Bern , who, as I was told; had of 
Eſtate to the value of an hundred thouſand Crowns,'! 
bat that is not ordinary ; yet ten thouſand 
Crowns for a Peaſant, 1s no. extraordinary matter. 
They live much on their Milk and Corn, which 
in ſome places, as about. Payern, yields an en- 
creaſe of 15. meaſures after one: they breed many 
Horſes, which bring them in a great deal of mo- 
ney. The worſt thing in the Countrey is, the 
moiſture of the Air, which is not only occa- 
aoned by the many Lakes that are in it, and the, 
Neighbouring Mountains that are covered with 
Snow , ſome all the Summer long, and-the 
reſt till Mid-Summer ; but by the vaſt; quan- 
tity of Woods of Fir-trees , which ſeem to- fill 
very near the-half of their ſoil; and if theſe were 
for the moſt part rooted out, asthey would have 
much more foil, ſo their Air would be. much 
purer ; yet till they find cither Coal or; Turt for 
their tewel , this cannot be done. 1 was told, 
that they had found Coal in ſome places: If. the 
Coal is conventently fituated , ſo that, by thar.. 
Lakes and Rivers it can be calily carried over 
the Countrey , it may ſave them a great ex- 
tent of ground, that as-it 1s covered with 
Wood, fo the Air becomes thereby the more un- 
wholſome. | 
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They have ſome-Fountains of Salt- water , but 
the making Salt conſumes ſo much W ood, that hi- 
therto it has not turnd-to any account. 

The Mer are generally ſincere ,- but heavy 
they think it neceflary to correct the moiſture 
of the Air' with- liberal entertainments ; and 
they-are well furniſhed with all neceſſary ingre- 
dients; for as their ſoil produces good- Cattle, 
ſo their Lakes abourid ni'#i-h , and their Woods 
m Fowl , the Wine 1s alfo lightand: good. The 
Women are generally. imployed in their do- 
meſtick Aferaurs ; 
chief Magiſtrates : of Bery', look into all the 
eoncerns- of the Houſe and Kitchin , as much 
as the Wives! of the meaneit Peaſants. Men 
and Women do not converſe promiſcuouſly 
together ,. and the Women are ſo mach amuſed 
with the management' at home , and: enter ſo 
little into intrigues 5/ that' among them, as an 
eminent- Phyfitian there rold me-, they know 
not what Vaponrs are, which he imputed to the 
idleneſs and' the intrigues that abound elfe- 
where z whereas , he ſaid , among. them the 
Blood was cleanſed by their lavour, and: as that 
made them fleep- well, ſo- they did\not amuſe 
themſelves with much thinking , nor-did they 
know what Amours were : The third Adultery 
is puniſhed with death ., which is alſo the pu- 


niſhment of the fifth a& of FPornication ; of 


which I aw an inftance while I was'in Bern: 


For a Woman, who confeſſed her ſelf guilty of 
many Whoredoms , and. deſigned to bei res/ 


venged on ſome Men , that did not furmiſh her

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demned and executed ; the manner was ſolemn; 
for the Adwvoyey comes into an open. Bench in 
the middle of the Street, and. for the fatisfan 
Etion of the people, thewhole Proceſs was-read, 
and Sentence was pronounced in the hearing iofall : 
the Councellors both of the grear lefler 
Council ſtanding about the Advojer ,, who: after 
Sentence took the Criminal very' gently 'by the 
hand , and prayed for her Soul; andafter Execu- 
tion, there was a Sermon for the inſ{truCtion: of 
the people. | 

The whole State is diſpoſed: for War ; » for: 
every man that can bear Arms is liſted ;- and 
knows his Poſt and Arms ; and there are: Bea- 
cons ſo laid over the Country , that the fig 
can run over the whole Canton in a might: 
And their Military Lzfs are fo laid , that every: 
man knows whether he is to come out upon the 
firſt or ſecond ,” or not till the general ſum- 
mons. 'Phey. aſſured me at Bern, that upon 

a General' Summons they could bring above: 
8Booco Men together. The Men are robult 
and ſtrong , and capable of great hardſhip, 
and of good Diſcipline', and have generally an 
extream ſenſe of Liberty , and a great love to 
their Country. ; but they labour under a. want 
of 'Officers. And tho the ſubjefts of the Stare 

are Rich, yet the publick is poor 3 they can 

well reſiſt a ſudden Invaſion of their Countrey z- 
but they would ſfoon' grow weary of a long, 

War; and the foil requires ſo much cultiva- 

tion, that they could not ſpare from their la« 

bour the Men that would be neceſſary to pre- 
ſerve their Countrey- : they were indeed as 
as B 2 happy

. went about very liberally at Bern, and-at- 
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happy as a people could be , when the Empe: 


rour had. Alſace on the one hand, and the Spa-. 


#iards had the Franche Comte on the other, they 
had no reaſon to fear, their Neighbours ; but 
now' that both thoſe Provinces are in the hands 
of the French, the caſe is quite altered ; for as 
Baſil is 'every moment in danger from the Gar- 
riſon of Hunningen ,  that'is but a Canon-ſhort 
diſtant from it, ſo all rhe Pais de Yard lies open 
to the Franche Comte, and has neither Fortified 
Places, nor good Paſles to ſecure it ; fo that 
their | errour 1n ſuffering this tro fall into the 


hands 'of the French was ſo groſs, that I took 


ſome painsto'be informed concerning it, and will 
here [give you this account, that I had trom one 
who was then in a very Eminent Poſt, fo that 
as he certainly 'knew the Secret , he ſeemed ro 
ſpeak fincerely- rome.

late, and-would-repair it, if it were poſlible.,

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but-the; truth:3s , many of rthe-particular « Ifem- 
bers, of: this State, do ſo prey upon the publick, 
that unleſs they do with one conſent re- 
form thoſe Abuſes, they willnever be in a con- 
dition to .do much: for in many. of their 
Pailiages , of which ſome are Abbeys, the 
Batlifs not only feed on. the Swbjefts, but 
likewiſe on the State , and pretend they are 
ſo far ſuper- expended , that they diſcount a 

reat deal of "the publick reyenue , of which 
they are the [Receivers for their Reimburſe- 
ment : which made Ar. &Erlack, once fay, 
when one of thoſe Accounts was preſented , 
That it was very ſtrange if the Abbey conld 
not feed the e Monks. |[t is true, the power 
of their Bannerets is ſo great, that one would 
think, they might 'redreſs many Abuſes. The 
City of Bern 1s divided into .four Bodies , not 
unlike our Companies of Lendon , which are 
the Bakers , the Butchers, the Tanners , and 
the Black-ſmiths, and every Citizen of Bern 
does incorporate himſelf into one of theſe 
Societies , which they call Abbeys ; tor it is 
likely they were antiently a ſort of a Reli- 
gious Fraternity : every one of theſe chuſes 
two 'Bannerets, who bear oftice by turns, 
from four years to four years , and every one 
otthem has a Bai/zage annexed to his Office, which 
| he holds for lite. They carry their name 
from 'the Bangers of the ſeyeral Abbeys, as the 
Gonfaloniers of Ttaly : and the Agvoyers carry 
ſtill their , name from the ancient titles Egds- 
cs. , or Advacate , that was the title of the 
Ehief J4agiſtrates of the Towns in the times 


of 
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of the Roman Em rs. \;Fhe Chamber of 
the Four Bannerets that bear Office, .has.a;vaſt 
Power , they examine and- paſs all Accounts, 
and they admit all the Competitors to any 'offi- 
ces, ſo that no man can þe propoſed to the 
Coxncill of 200. without (their Approbation; 
and this.being now the Chigt -Jatrigue of their 
State, they have ſo abſolute an Authority an 
ſhutting men out from wnployments, that their 


_ office, which is for lite, s;no' leſs conſiderable 


than that of the Adyvoyer , -tho they are infe- 
riour to himin rank. They manage matters with 
great addreſs, of which ;this inſtance was gi- 
ven me in .a competition: for 'the Advoyer- 
ship not long ago ; there-:was one whoſe tem- 
per was violent , that had made it ſo-ſure a- 
mong thoſe who were qualified to vote in 
it, as being neither of his kindred, nor Alliance, 
that they Gelzoved he would carry it from the 
other competitor , whom,zhey favoured, © 
they ſet up a third competitor , whoſe kindred 
were the perſons that were .made ſure to him, 
whoſe advancement they . oppoſed , and by 
this means they were all ſhut out from voting , 
ſo that the Ele&:on went. according to the de- 
ſign of the Baywerets. The chiet man, now in 
Bern , who was the reigning Advoyer when 
I was there, is 4r. d'Erlack,, Nepbew. to that 
e Mr. d'Erlach,, who was Guvernoxr of Briſach, 
and had abrevet tobe a Marichal of France;thisis 
one of the nobleſt Families in Bers, that acted a 
great-part in-ſhaking off the Auſtrian Tyranny, 
and they have been ever ſince very much di- 
ſtinguiſhed thexe from all , the reſt of their

| was of another mind , and thought that they 
ought to be delivered up, which extreamly 
diſguſted thoſe of Zxrich. Thoſe of Schwirz 
committed ſome infolences upon the ſubjects 
of Zurich , and refuſed to give fatisfabtion. 
Upon all which a War followed becween the 
Proteſtant and Popich Cantons. The Cantons 
of Bern and Zwrich raiſed an Army of \25000 
Men , which was commanded by Ar. d Er- 
lak, but was diſperſed in ſeveral Bodies : And 
the Papiſis had not above.6000, yer they ſur- 
priſed Mr. &Erlack with a body not much ſu- 
periour to theirs , both-{ides atter a ſhort en- 
gagement run , ,.the Cinon of the Canton of 
Bern was left in the Field a whole day, ar laſt 
thoſe of Lucern ſeeing that none ſtayed to de- 
fend the Canon , carried them off ; this loſs 
raiſed ſuch a tumulr in Berx, that they ſeemed 
reſolved to ſacrifice Afr. d"Erlack ; bur the 
came with ſuch a preſence, of mind , and gave 
ſo ſatisfying an account of the Misfortune , that 
the Tumulr ceaſed , and ſoon after the Har en- 
ded. Upon this many thought , that tho the 
Papiſts acted cruelly , yet it was according ta 
their Laws , and that no other Canton could 
pretend to interpoſe or quarrel with thoſe of 
Schwitz, for what they did ypon thar occaſion, 
Within theſe few years there were ſome quars 
rels like to ariſe in the Canton of Glaris, where 
it was ſaid, that the equal priviledges agreed on 
to both Keligians were not preſcrved ; but - 
* this 
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this occaſion the Popes Nuntio atted a very dif- 
ferent part from that which might have been 
expected from him ; For whereas the Miniſters 
of that Coxrt have been commonly the Incen- 
diaries-in all the diſputes that concern Relzgion, 
he acted rather the part of a 'Mediator z and 
whereas it was viſible , that the injultice, lay on 
the fide of the Papiſts , he interpoled fo effettu- 
ally with thoſe of Zacern , which is the chief 
of the Popish Cantons , that the difterence' wag 
compoled. 

Bur to return to Zern , the buildings have 
neither great magnificence , nor many Apparts 
ments , br they are convenient , and ſuited ta 
the way of living in the Country. The 
Streets not only of Bern and the bigger Towns, 
but even of the ſmalleſt Y:lages, are furniſhed 
with Foxntains that run continually, which as 
they are of great uſe, ſo they want nor their 
beauty. The great Church of Bern is a very 
noble Fabrick z but being built on the top of 
the Hill on which the Town ftands , it ſeems 
the ground began to fail, .ſo to ſypporr it , they 
have raiſed a vaſt Fabrick, which has coſt more 
than the (Church it ſelf; for there is a Plat- 
form made , which is a ſquare , to which the 
Church is one fide, and the further fide is a 
vait Wall , fortified with buttrefles about 150 
foot high. They told me, that all the ground 
down to the bottom of the Hill was dug into 
vaults; this plat-form is the chief walk of the 
Town , chiefly about Sun ſet ; and the River 
underneath preſents a vety beautiful proſfpett :

The two famous Orders , that had poſſeſſed 


themſclves of the eſteem of thoſe dark ages, . 


were engaged in a mighty rivalry. The De- 
minicaus were the more learned , they 'were 
the eminenteft Preachers of thoſe * times , and 
had the conduct of the Conrts of Inquſition, 
and the other chief offices in the Church in 
their hands. But on the other hand, the Fran- 
_ 6iſcans had an outward appearance of more ſe+ 
venity , a ruder habit , ſtricter rules, and greas

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ter poverty : all which gave them ſuch advan+ 
tages in the eyes of the ſimple multitude , as 
were able to ballance the 9 honours of the 
Dominican Order. In - ſhort, the two Orders 
were engaged in a high rivalry , but the devo- 
tion towards the Y7gin being the prevailing 
paſſion of thoſe. times ,, the Franciſcans upon 
this' had great advantages. 'The Dominicans, 
that are all-engaged m the defence of Thomas 
Aquinas's opinions , were thereby obliged: to 
aſſert, that ſhe was born in Original Sin ; this 
was propoſed to the people by the Franciſcans 
as no leſs than Bl/aſphemy > and by this the Dez 
\minicans began to foſe ground extreamly. in 
the mmds of the people , who were; {trongly 
prepolſlefied m favour of the immaculate 7X4 
ception. | 1 

. About the beginning of the x 5th Centwry:, a 
Franciſcan happened to preach - in: Francfort:,, 
and one Higand a Dominican coming into the 
Church , the Cordelier ſeeing him ,, broke our 
into exclamations , praiſing God that he was 
not of an Ordey that prophaned the #:rgrn, or 
that poyloned Princes in the Sacrament , (for. 
a Dominican had poyſoned the Emperor 
Henry the V 3 I. with the Sacrament, ) Wigand 
being extreamly provoked with this bloody 
reproach , gave him the Lye , upon whicha dit» 
pute aroſe, which ended in a tumulr , that had 
almoſt coſt the Dominican his life , yet he got 
away. The whole Order reſolved to. take 
their revenge, -and in a Chapter , held at; Vam- 
pſen 1n the year 1504. . they contrived -a_ ,me- 
thod for-{upporting the credit of their ON 
Cv; ; 0 
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der, which was much ſunk 'in the opinion of 
the people , and for bearing: down the- repu- 
tation. of the Franciſcan , Pur of the juntto 
undertook ro manage the deſign ;' for they faid, 
fiace the people were ſo much diſpoſed to be- 
lieve Dreams and Fables , they muſt dream of 
their {ide , and endeavour to cheat the people 
as well as the - others had done. They jelol- 
ved to: make Bern the Scene in which the pro= 
ject ſhould be par inexecurion z for they found 
the people of Bern, at that time apt to Swallow 
any” thing', and not diſpoſed to make ſevere 
Enquiries into extraordinary Matters. When 
they: had formed 'their' deſign, a fit Tool pre- 
ſented ir ſelf; for one 7etzer came to take their 
habit as a Zay-brother , who had all the diſpo=« 


{itions. that were neceſſary for the execurtion-. 


of their projet: For he was extream ſimple, 
and was much inclined to Auſfſterities , fo 
having / obſerved his temper well, they ves: 
ro execute their project , the very Night atter 
he took the Habit ,, which was ' on Lady- day 
1507. one, of the Fryers conveyed | himfelf 
ſecretly into his Cell, and appeared to him as 
if he had been in Pargatory , in a ſtrange fi- 
gure , and he had-a' Box near his mouth, upon 
which as he blew, fire ſeemed to come out of 
his mouth. He had alſo ſome Dogs about 


him ,/that appeared as. his Tormentors , in this ' 


. poſture he came near the Fryer, while he was: 
| & Bed4- and took up a: celebrated Story that 

y" uſed to tell all their Fryers, ro beget in 
them a'great dread at the laying aſide their ha» 
bir, which was, that one of the Order, who 
| was 
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was Superiour of their Houſe at Solotur#, had 
gone to Pars, but laying aſide his habit , was 
Killed in his Lay-habit. The Fryer in the Vi-/ 
zar ſaid, he was that perſon , and was condem- 
ned to Purgatory for that Crime z but he ad- 
ded ,' that he might be reſcued out of it by: 
his means, and he ſeconded this with ' moſt: 
horrible Cries, expreſſing the Miſeries which he 
ſuffered, The poor Fryer ( /etzer) was excel- 
fively frighted , but the other advanced , and 
required a Promiſe of him to do that which 
he ſhould defire of him , in order to the deh- 
vering him out of his Torment: The trighted 
Fryer promiſed all that he asked of him; then 
the other ſaid , he knew he was a great Saint, 
and that -his prayers and mortifications would 
prevail , but they muſt. he very extraordina- 
ry. The whole Monaftery muit for a week 
together diſcipline themſelves with a Whip, 
and he mult lie proftrare in the. form of one 
on a Croſs, in one of their Chappels,, whale 
Maſs was faid in the fight of all that ſhould 
come together to it z and he added , that it he 
did this , he ſhould find the effects of the love 
that the B. Y:rgin did bear him , together 
with many other extraordinary things 3 and 
{aid , he would appear again accompanied with 
two other Spirits ; and afſured him ,: that all 
that he did tuffer for his deliverance , ſhould 
be moſt glorioufly rewarded. Morning was 
no ſooner come than the Frier gave an ac- 
count of this Apparition to the reſt of the 
Convent , who ſeemed extreamly ſurpriſed at: 
it, they all preſſed-him: to undergo the _ 

| pline 
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pline .that was _——_ him., and every one 
undertook:to bear his ſhare; ſothe deluded Fryer 
performed. it -all exactly in one of the Chappels 
of their Church : This drew. a vaſt number of 
Spectators together z who all conſidered the 
poor Fryer. as a Saint, and in the mean while 
the four Fryers that managed the impoſture , 
magnified 'the Miracle of the Appanrition to 
the ſkies in their Sermons. The Fryers Con> 
fefſor , was upon the Secret, and. by this means 


they knew all the little paſſages of the poor - 


Fryers lite; even to his thoughts, which help: 
ed them not a. little in the Condu&t of the 
matter. | The Confeſor gave him an #Hoſftre, 
with a piece of Wood, that was, as he .pre- 
tended , a true piece of the Croſs, and by theſe 
he was to fortity himſelf 4 it any other Appa- 
ritions ſhould come to him , fince evil Spirits 
would. be: certainly chained up by them, The 
Night after thar, the former Apparition was re- 
newed, .and\the maſqued Fryer brought two 'o- 
thers with him.in ſuch Vizzards, that the Fryer 
thought they were Devilsindeed. The Fryer pre- 
ſentedthe Hoſftie to them, which gave them ſuch 
acheck, that he was fully-atisfhed of the vertue of 
this pretervative. 

The Fryer, 'that-pretended he was ſuffering 
im Paergatory', faid ſo many things to him re- 
lating to. the Secrets of his lite, and Thoughts,

Fryer was fully poſſeſſed with the opinion . 


of - the reallity of the Apparition. In two of 
theſe Apparitions, that were. both manaped in 
the fame manner, the Fryer in the ro

- a little; bur he was then ſo far from ſuſpe&ing 
any thipg , that he gave no great heed to'this 
ſu{pition, . Some dayes after: this , the fame 
Fryer appeared as a Nun all in Gloty., and 
told the poor Frier, that ſhe was St. Barbary, 
for whom he had a particular devotion , and 
added, that the B. Virgin was ſo much pleaſed 
with his charity , thar ſhe intended to, come 
and vid hum : He Oy called the

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| Convent together , and gave the reſt of the 
Fryers an account of this Apparition , which 
was entertained by them all with great joy; 
and the Fryer languifhed in deſires of the ac- 
compliſhment of the promiſe, that St. Barba- 
74 had made him. After ſome dayes; the long- 
ed for deluſion appeared to him, clothed as 
the Yirgm uſed to be on' the great Feaſts, and 
mdeed 1n the fame Habits : there were about 
her fome Anpels , which he afterwards found 
were the little Statues of Angels , which they 
fet on. the Altars on the great Holy Dayes:

The Virgin, after ſome endearments to him- 
ſelf, extolling the merit of his charity and di- 
 Teipline, told him , that ſhe was conceived in 
Origmal Sin, and that Pope Fulins the Second , 
that then reigried , was to put an end to the 
Diſpute, and was to aboliſh the Feaſt of her 
Conception , which Sixtas the fourth had in- 
fitured', and that the Fryer was to be the In-

She gave him alſo five drops of Blood in the 
form of a Croſs, which were Tears of Blood, 
that ſhe had ſhed while her Son was on the 
Croſs. And , to convince him more fully 
ſhe preſented an Heſtie to him, that appea! 
as an ordinary Hoſtie, and of a fudden it ap- 
ared to be of a deepred colour. The cheat of 


thoſe ſuppoſed viſits was often repeated to the 


abuſed Fryer; at laſt the Yirgen told him,that ſhe 


was to give him ſuch marks ofher Sons Love tos 


him, that the matter ſhould be paſt all doubt. 
She ſaid, that the five wounds of St. L#cia,and S. 
Catherine were real wounds, and that ſhe would 
alſo imprint them on him ; ſo ſhe bid himreach 
his hand 3 he-had no great mind to receive a 
favour in which he was to ſuffer fomuch : bur 
ſhe forced his hand , and ſtruck a nail thro it, 
the hole was as big as a grain of peaſe, and he 
ſaw the Candle clearly thro it z this threw 
him out of a mg xe rrariſpbrt into a refl 
Agony ; but ſhe feemed ro touch his hand, 


and he thought he ſmelt an Oyttment , with 


which ſhe anointed it, tho his Confeſſbx per- 
ſwaded him, that that was only an imagination, 
fo the ſuppoſed Virgin lefthim for that ritne.

ſlcep , the other four wounds were imprinted 
on his body, in ſuch a manner that:he felt no 
all. 
, But in order to the doing of this, the Friers 
berook themſelves to Charms, and the Subprior 
ſhewed the reſt 'a book full of them; bur he& 
ſaid, that before they could be effectual , they 
muſt; renounce God 5 and he not only did this - 
himſelf , but by. a formal act pur in vom 
ſigned with his Blood, he dedicated, himſelf 1 
the Devi]; it 1s true, he did not oblige thereſt rg. 
this, but only to renounce God. The compoli- 
tonof the Draught was a mixture of fome Founs 
tain-water and,Chniſm , che Hairs of the Eye- 
brows of a Child , ſome Quickfilyer , ſome 
grains of Incenſe, ſomewhat of an Ealtcr 
-Wax-Candle, ſome conſecrated Salr, and the 
Blood 'of an unbaptiſed Child,'-This Compo- 
fition 'was a ſecret, which the Subprior did | 
not communicate} to the other Friers. By 
this the- poor Frier 7erzer was made almoit 
quite inſeifible :: when he was "awake , and 
came out of this deep ſleep , he felt this won- 
dertul impreſſion on his body , and now he 
was raviſhed out of meaſure ,: and came to 
Fancy himſelf to be aCting all the parts of our 
Saviours Paſſion : he-was expoſed to the people 
on the great Altar, to the amaſement of the 
whole Town , and to the- no ſmall mortifica- 
tion of the Franciſcans. The Dominicans gave 
him ſome other draughts that threw him into 
conyulſions , and when he came' out of thoſe, a 
| voice 


voice was heard,which came throthat ho/e which 
yet remains , and*runs from-one of the Cells a- 
long a great part of the wall of the Church: 
for. ia Frter ſpoke' thro a pipe}, and at the End 
bf the hole there was an /mage of the Virgins, 
with” a httle- Zeſ#s 1n her arms , between 
whom and 'his' mother the voice ſeemed to 
come; the Image alſo ſeemed to ſhed Tears, and 
z Painter hatf4drawn thoſe onher Face ſo live» 
ly that. che*ptople' were deceived by it. - The 
little Jeſus a$kt, -why ſhe wept? and ſhe'faid; 
| was becauſe his' honour'was' given 'to her, 
fince it was faid/thar ſhe 'was born without fin; 
in Condlaſion;the” Fryers did fo over ad this 
matter, thatiatlaſt even -the poor deluded Fryer 
himſelfcame'to diſcover ity and reſolved to quit 
the order. ' | 
*- It was in yain to delude him with more Ap- 
aritions ; 'for he'well nigh kilPd a Fryer that 
came to him'perſonating 'the Yirgin 1n anos 
ther ſhape 'with a Crown on her head: he al- 
{s over-hedtd/the Fryers once talking amongft 
themſclves, of the Contrivance and Succels of 
the 'impoſture ,/ ſo plainly , that he difcovered 
the whole Matter, and upon that, as- may be 
ealily imagined , -he was filled with all the 
horrour with which {uch a Diſcovery could in< 
fpire him. 

\'Fhe Fryers fearing that an impoſture, which 
was carried on-hitherta with ſo much ſucceſs, 
ſhould. be quite. ſpoiled , and be turned 
againſt them, thought the ſureſt way was to 
own the whole Matrerto him, and to engage 
him” to* carry on the -Cheat. They told him 
BY G3 in 
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ja what eſteem he would be, if he continued 
ro ſupport the reputation that. he had acqui- 
red, that he .wquld become. the. chief per- 
ſon of the Order ;, and in the end they per» 
ſuaded him to. go on with the Impoſture: bug 
at laſt, they. tearing left he ſhould diſcover 
all, reſolved to poyion him : of which he was 
ſo . apprehenſive, , that once a .Loat .beang 
brought him that was prepared with ſome {ptr 
ces, he kept it for ſome time, and x growing 
green » he threw jt to ſome young Wolves 

| Low 2 that were 18 the Mon , who died 
immediately. His conſtitution was alſo ſo vigor» 
Toys, that tho they gave him ForGnr fave ſeveral 
times, he was not deſtroyed by it; they alſo 
preſt him earneſtly ro renounce God, whuch 
they judgedneceſſary,that ſo theirCharmsmight 
have their effect on him ; but he would neyer 
conſent to that : at. laſt they forced him ro take 
poyloned Heſtie , which yet he vomized up 


toon after he had ſwallowed it down; that fa- - 


ling, they uſed him ſo cruelly , whipping him 
whh =; San Chain, and dag Cn {0 
ſtrait with it, that to avoid further Torment 
he ſwore to them, ina moſt imprecating ſtile, 
that he would never diſcover the ſccrer, bur 
would till carry it on 3 and ſo he deluded them 
t1]l he found an Pecnncy of getting out of 
the Convent , and of throwing hunlelf into 
the hands of the e Magefrates , to whom he 
diſcoyercd all, - 

The four Fryers were ſeiſed on , and put 
in priſon , and an account of the whole Man» 
ter was ſent, firit.ro the Bighep of Lanfonvrs 
, al 
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and then{to ARgme 3 and 1t may be cafily"ima- 
gined, that the Franciſcans took all poſlible care 
ro have jt well examined , the Brshop of 
Lauſanue , and of £yon , with the Provincial 
of the Dominicans , were appointed to form 
the Proceſs. The four Fryers firit excepted 
to Fetzers credit z but that was rejected: then 
being threatned with the Qxeſtzop , they pur mn 
along plea againſt that 3 bur, tho the Proviye 
cial would not conſent to that, yet they were 
ut to the. queſtion ; ſome 6 ha it long; 
ut at laſt, Son all contefjed rhe whole pro- 
greſs of the Impoſture. The Provincial ap- 
peared concerned ; for tho fetzer had opened 
the whole Matter to him, yet he would give 
no credit to him ; on the contrary, be Char- 
ged him to be obedient:to them, and one of 
the Friers {aid plainly , that he was 1a the 
whole ſecret, and ſo he withdrew, bur hedied 
ſome dayes after at Copftavce , having poy- 
ſon'd himſelf, as was believed. The Matter 
lay aſleep ſome time, bur a year after that, a 
Spanich Bighop came , authoriſed with full 
ower from Rome, and the whole Cheat 
eing fully proved , the four Friers were ſo- 
lemaly degraded trom their Prieflibood , and 
Eight dayecs atter , it being the laſt of <Ifay 
1509 , they were Burnt in a Medow , on the 
other {ide of the River, over againſt the great 
Church ; The place of .their Execution was 
{hewed me, as well as the Hole in the Wall, 
thro which the Yoice was Eonveyed to the 
tmage. It was ceriainly one of the blackeit, 
and yet the beſt Carried on Cheat , that has 
C 4 been 
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been ever known ; and no doubt had the p6or 
Fryer died, before the diſcovery, it had paſſed 
downto poſterity, as one of the greateſt Afrracles 
thatever was, and it gives aſhrewd ſuſpition,that 
many of the other Miractes 'of that Charch, 
were of the ſame nature , but more ſucceſsfully 


- finiſhed.

putting off their Hats, in Switzerland they 
\dofor themoſt part kneel down in the Streets, 
which Ifaw no where prattiſed in /tely except 
at Venice, and: there it 1s not ccmphats :done. 
But notwithſtanding this extream bigotry , 
alli the Switzers ſee their common intereſt fo 
well , that they liveinavery good underſtand- 
ing one with another. Thus as indeed chiefly 
owing to the Canton of Lucern , where there 
"is a ſprit in the Government very different 
from- what is in moſt of the other Popich (an« 
tons : the rebdence of the Spanizh Ambaſſa- 
'dor , and of the Nanzo, in that Town, con. 
tributes alſo much to the preſerving it in ſo 
goodatemper, it being rheir intereit to unite 
Switzerland, and by this means the heat and 
indiſcretion of the reſt is often moderated : 
Phe Feſursbeginto growas powerful in Swet- 
zerland as they are elfewhere ; they haye ano- 
ble Colledge and Chappel ſituated in the. beſt 
place of Fribarg.

Subjefts : and 
whereas at Bern rhe conſtant intrigue of the 
whole Town is concerning- their Bailages z 
bere. on the contrary , it is a ſervice, to which 
the; C:4z2ers are bound to ſubmit according to 
their- Conſtitution, -but .to which they do not 
aſpire; The Government is almoſt the ſame 
as- at. Bern', and the Magiſtrate that 1s called 
the Advoyer at Bern, is here called the Bourgo- 
maſter. The reyenue of the Szare is here jult- 
ly accounted for, fo that the publick Purſe is 
mach richer than at Bern ; the Arſenal is much 
better furniſhed , .and the Fortifications are 
more regular. There is a great trade ſtirring

which is ſuppoſed to flow from the fame 
eauſe. 

Bur to return to Z#rich ; one ſees here the 
true ancient Simplicity of the Switſers, not cor- 
rupted which Luxury or _ : their Women 
not only do not converſe familiarly with men; 
Except thoſe of their near kindred , but even 
on the Streets do not make any returns to the 
Civility of Strangers ; for 1t is only Strangers 
that put off their Hats to Women ; bur they 
makeno Courtefies : and here, as inall Switter- 
lava, Womenare not ſaluted, but the civility 
is expreſſed by taking them by the Hard. There 
as one thing {ingular inthe conſtirution of Z#- 
rich, that is their little Comer confifts of 50 per- 
ſons, bit there ſitin it only 25 at a time, ,andfo 
the two balves of this Connceil, as cach of them 
has his proper Bowrgomaſter , have alſo the Go- 
vernment in their Hands by turns, and they 
ſhift every (ix months, at Afid-ſummer and at 
Chriſt- Maſs, The whole Canton is divided 
mto nine great Bazl:apes, and 21 Caſtellancevics; 
m the former rhe Batlif reſides conftantly ; 
but the Caftel/an, who is alſo one of the great

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Council , has ſo little todo, that he lives at Zx- 
rich, and goesonlyat ſome ſer times ofthe year

The vertue of this Canton appeared fig- 
nally in their adhering firmly to the ke, 
Capitulations with the French , andnot ſlacken- 
ing inany Article, which has been done by all 
the other Cantons , where mony has a Sove- 
= influence : but here it has never pre- 
vailed. They have converted the ancient Re- 
vennres of the Charth more generally to pious 
Uſes, than has been done any where elſe, that T 
know of They have many Hoſpitals well 
entertained; in one, as I was told, there was 
650 poor kept : but as they ſupport the real 
Charities, which belong to ſuch endowments, 
fothey deſpiſe that vain Magnificence of Buil- 
dings , which is too generally afte&ted elfe- 
where z for theirs are very plain, and ene of 
the Government there ſaid to me very ſenfi- 
bly, That they thought it enomgh to manitaim 
their Poor as Poor ; and aid net judge it proper 
to lodge them as Princes. 

The Dean and Chapter are likewiſe till 
continued as a corporation, and enjoy the re- 
vertues which they had betore the Reforme- 
tion ; bur if they ſubliſt pltentifully , they In.

the People with leis Wearineſs and more pro- 
fir, ſoit would be avait Adyantage to the Prea- 
chers ; For as it would oblige them to ſtudy 
the, Scriptures much , .ſo having once made 
themſelves Maſters of the practical parts of 
the Scripture, ſuch ſhort and ſimple Diſcourſes 
would coit them leſs pains, than thoſe more 
laboured Sermons. do , which conſume the 
greateſt part of their time , and too. often-to 
very little purpole.

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found there, which I aw, ſo they continued 
to keep a conſtant Correſpondence with . Bul- 
linger, after the happy re-eſtabliſhment of the 
Reformation under Queen Eliſabeth : OF 
which 1 read almoſt a whole Yolume while I 
was there: Moſt of rhem contain only the ge- 
neral news, but ſome were more important, 
and relate to the Diſputcs then on foot, con- 
cerning the Habirs of the Clergy , which 
gave the firſt beginnings to our unhappy Di- 
viſions: and by the Lexters, of which I read 
the Originals, it appears, that the Buhops pre?

This had made them reſolve to ſubmit to the 
Zaws, and ro wait for a fit opportumrty to're- 
verſe them, He laments the ill effects of the 
4.4 cram that ſome had made to them, which 
had” extreamly irritated the Queens Spirit , fo 
thar She was now much more heated in thoſe 
matters than formerly ; he alſo thanks B=llin- 
ger for the Letter that he had writ, juitify= 
ing, the Lawful uſ& of the Habits , which he 
ſays had done grear ſervice.

that fuch Titles had - been fo much abuſed by 
. Antichriſt, that they ought not to be'anylons 
ger continued. On all theſe Paſſages I will 
make nv refle&ions here : ForlT ſetthem down ' 
onl#to ſhew whar was the ſenſe of our. Chief 
Church-men at- that- time concernmg thoſe 
matters, which have ſince engaged us into ſuch 
warm and angry Diſputes ; and this may beno 
inconſiderable inftrution to one, that mtends 
to write the Hiſtory of that time. The laſt 
particular with which Iintend to'end this Let= 
ter , might ſeem a little roo learned, if I were

I have taken ſome pains in my #ravels to 
examin all the Antient Mannſcriprs of the 
New Teflament , concerning that doubted 
paſſage of Sr. Fohns Epiſtle, There are three 
that bear witneſs in Heaven, the Father, the 
Word , and the Spirit ; and theſe three are one.

Father's works, is that of which I can give no 
account : For as onthe one hand, Eraſmuss fin- 
cerity ought not to be too raſhly cenſured; ſb on 
the other hand , that Preface being in all 
the e Manuſcripts Antient or Modern of thoſe

Eraſmus not to publithit;z and 1t is in the Ma- 
nuſcript Bibles at Ba/ſ/, wherehe printed his E- 
dition' of S. Zeromes Works. In the old Manue 
ſcript Bible of Geneva , that ſeems to be above 
700. years old, both the Preface and the Paſſage 
are extant, but with this difference from the 
common Editions, that the common Editions 
ſet the Verſe concerning the Father, the Word, 
and the Spirit , before that of the Water, the 
Blood, and the Spirit, which comes after 1t in 
this Copy : And that I may in this place end 
all rhe Meadings I tound of this a in my 
Travels, there is a Manuſcript in St. « Afark's 
Library in Yenice in three Languages, Greek, 
Latin, and eArabick, that ſeems notabove goo.

There. is 
indeed the famous Greek Manuſcript of great 
value, which the Chanojne Shelſtrat, that was 
Library-keeper, aſſerted tobe 14c0. years old, 
and proved. it by the great ſimilitude of the 
Charatters with thoſe that arc upon S. Hip- 
polites Statyne , Which is ſo. evident, that if 
his Statue was made about his time , the

There is one thing for which the Switzers, 
in particular thoſe ot Bern, cannot be enough 
commended, they have ever fince the Perie 
cition began firſt in France , opened a Sanc- 
grary to {uch as have retired thither , in fo 
generous and ſo Chriſtiax.a manner , that it 
deſerves all -the honourable Remembrances © 
that can be made of it :, fuch Afnifters and 0. 
thers, that-were at firſt condemned in France, 
for the affair of the. Cewennes, have not only 
found a kind Reception here, but all the Sup» 
portthat could be expected , and indeed much 
more than could have been in reaſon expected, 
For they have aftigned the. French Minifters a 
penſion of five Crowns a.month , if they were 
unmarried, and have increaſed it to ſuch as: had 
Wife and Children , ſothat ſame had above ten 
Crowns a-month penſion.

and Switzerland, who denied the Imputation 
of Adams fin , and afſerted the Vniverſality of 
Chriffs death, together with a ſufficient Grace 
given to all men, aſſerting with this a 'par- 
ticular and ' free Decree of Ele@tion, with an 
efficacious Grace for thoſe ineluded in it : 
theſe came to be'called Univerſfaliſts, and be- 

an to grow very conſiderable in Geneva: two 
of the Profeſſors of Divinity there being known 
to favour thoſe Opinions Upon this , thoſe 
who' adhered ſtrictly ro the oppofit Do@rine, 
yere inflamed , and the Contention grew-t6

Bur 
tho the party of 'the Univerſalifts was confide- 
Table in: Geneve ,'it was very ſmall in Swit- 
zerland, therefore ſome D:ivines there, that ad- 
hered to the old received - Doctrine , drew up 
ſome Articles , 'in;Wwhich all theſe Doctrines 
were not 'only' condemned , together with 
ſome Speculations, that were aſſerted concers 
ning Adams Immortality, and other qualities 
belonging to the ſtare of Innocency; but be- 
cauſe Cape! and ſome other Criticks had not 
only aſſerted the novelty of the' points , bur 
had' taken the liberty to correC& the reading 
of the Hebrew , ſuppoſing that ſome errors 
had been committed by the Coppiers of the Bs- 
ble , both in the Yowels and Conſonants, in 
oppoſition to this , they condemned all corre.

A went down the Pos Ear5us we paſt 
| under the Bridge at KRipperſwood , 
which is a very noble Work for ſuch a Coun- 
trey z the Lake is there about half a mile broad, 
the bridge 1s about twelve foot broad , bur 
hath no Rails on either fide, ſo that if the 
wind blows hard, which is no extraordinary 
thing there , a man is in great danger of being: 
blown into the Lakes : and this ſame defect 
found in almoſt all the Bridges of Lombardy , 
which ſeemed very ſtrange z forſince thatDe- 
fence is made upon ſo imall an Expence, it 
was amazing to ſee Bridges ſonaked :and that 
was more ſurprizing in ſome places, where the 
Bridges ate both high and long : ay ne- 
ver heard of any miſchief that followed on 
this; but thoſe are ſober Countrys , where 
drinking isnot much in uſe. After twodayes 
journey , we came to Cozfe, which is the.chiet 
Town ofthe Greſons, and where we found a ge- 
neral Diet . of the three | Leagnes fitting , io 
that having ſtaid ten dayes there , I came ro.

it : but their wealth confiſts chiefly in their 
Hills , which afford much: paſture 3 and in 
the hot months, in which all the Pa- 
ſture of _ /raly is generally parched , the 
Cattle are driven into hel: Hills , which 
" brings them in a Revenue of above two 
hundred thouſand Crowns a Year.

After the firſt forming 
of this people, they were caſt into little States, 
according to the different Valleys which they 
inhabited , and in which Juſtice was admint- 
ſtred, and ſo they fell under the power of ſome 
little Princes, that became ſevere Maſters; but 
when they ſaw the Example that the Swirzers 
had ſer them, in ſhaking off the A»ftrian Y oke, 
above two hundred years ago , they likewiſe 
combined to ſhake off theirs ; only ſome few 
. of thoſe ſmall Princes uſed their authority bet- 
ter”, and concurred with the people in ſhaking 
off the Yoke, and ſo they are ſtill parts of the 
Body ; only Haldenſtcin is an abſolute Sove- 
ranity ; it is about rwo miles from Core to 
the Weſt, on the other ſide of the Rhine; the 
whole Territory is abouthalf a mile long un he 
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foot of the Alps , where there is ſcarce any 
breadth. The —_— of theſe Barons was 
formerly moreabſolute than it 1s now tor the 
Subjects were their Slaves: but tokeep together 
thelittle YzUlage, they have granted thema po- 
wer ofnaminga liſt for their « Magiſtrates, the 
perſon being to be named by the Baron; who hath 
alſo rhe Right of Pardoning , a Right of Coyn- 
ing, and every thing alſo that belongs to a So- 
veraign. I faw this little Prince in Cozre , in 
an Equipage not ſuitable to his Quality z torhe 
was 11 all points like a very ordinary Gentle 
man. There are three other Barontes that are 
Members of the Diet , and ſubject ro it the 
chief belonged ro the Arch- Dukes of Inch- 
pruck ; the other rwo belong to Mr.. Scho- 
venſtainand Mr. de Mont, they are the Heads 
of thoſe Communities of which their Baronzes 
arecompoled ;z they name the Magiſtrates out 
of the liſts that are preſented to them by their 
Swubjefts ; &X they have the right of pardoning 
& of confiſcations: That belonging to the Houte 
of Auſtria is the biggeſt, it hath five voicesin 
the Diet, and it can raiſe twelve hundred Men, 
One Travers bought it of the Emperor in the 
year 1679. heentred uponthe Rights of thean- 
cient Barons , whichwere ſpecified'inan agree- 
ment thar paſt between him and his Peaſants, 
and was confirmed by the Emperonr. Tra- 
vers made many incroachments upon the Prj- 
viledges of his S»bje#s, who upon that made 
their Complaints to the League ; but Travers 
would have the matter judged at Inchpruck, 
and the Emperor ſupported him 1n this Preten- 

. WS: - ſion, 
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fion, and ſentan Apent to the Diet: T was prez 
{ent,, when he had his Azdience, in which there 
was nothing but General Complements : But 
the Drzer ſtood firm to their Conſtitution, and 
aſſerted , that the Emperour had no Authority 
tojudge in that Matrer, which belonged only 
to them; ſo Travers was forced tolet his Pre- 
tentions fall, 

All the other Partsof this Stare are purely 
Democratical; there are three different Bo- 
dies or Leagnts, and every one of thele are an 
intire Government ; and the Aſſembly or Dzet 
of the Three Leagnes, in only a Contederacy, 
like the VUnired Provinces, or the Cantons: There 
are ſixty-ſeven Yoices in the General Diet, 
which are thusdivided: The Leagae of the Gri= 
ſons hath 7twenty- eight Voices, that of the 
Houſe of God hath twenty-four , and that of 
the 7urisdiftions hath fifteen. 'The Puriſai- 
tions belonged anciently to the Houſe of 
Anſtria : but 'they having ſhaken off that 
Authority, were incorporared into the Dzet : 


but in the laſt Wars of Germany, the Auſtrians * 


"thought to have _—_ them again under 
their Yoke, yet they defended their Liberty 
with ſo much V igour, that the Auſtrians it ſeen1s 
thought the conqueſt not worth the while, 
and that it would not quit the coſt. They 
were affrighted by two extraordinary Actions; 
in one Village, which was quite abandoned by 
all thee Mer belonging toit , who left the Wo- 
* men in it, ſome hundreds, as I wastold, there 
uartered, and were apprehenſive of no danger 

rom their Hoſteſſes ; but the Wamen _ 


ed to let their 'Husbands ſee, that they were 
capable of contriving and executing a bold 
Action ; tho it muſt be conteſt, it was alittle 
too rough and Barbarous for the Sex : They 
entred into a Combinationto.cut the Throatsof 
all the Soxldiers at one time ; the Woman thar 
propoſed this, had tour lodged with her, and ſhe 
with her own Hands diſpatcht them all, and fo 
d1d all the re{t, not one Soldier eſcaping to 
carry away the News of ſo unheard of a Rage. 
In another Place, a Body of the Auſtrians came 
intoa Yalley, that was quite abandoned for the 
Men that had no Arms but their Clzbs and 
Staves , had got up to the  Aſoumains; bur 
they taok their Meaſures ſo well, and poſſeſſed 
themſclves ſo of the: Paſles, that they came 
down upon the Souldiers with fo. much Fury, 
that they defeated them quite, {o that very 
few eſcaped; and it 1s certain, that rhe Subduing 
them would have proved a very hard Work. 
Ic is true, they are not ina Condition to hold 
out long, the Publick 1s ſo poor; ſo that tho par- 
ticular Perſons are extream. rich , yet they 
have no. publick Revenue, but every Man 1s 
concerned to. preſerve his Liberty , which is 
more intire here, than it1s evenin Switzerland: 
but this ſwells ofcen roo much , and throws 
them into. great Convultions. "The League of 
the Griſons is the firſt and moſt ancient, and 
it 1s compoſed of eight and twenty Cummuni= 
ties, of which there are eighteen Papiſts, and 
the reſt are Proteſtants; the Communities of 
the two Religions live neighbourly together, 
yet they do. not ſuffer thole of another Reli- 
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gion to live among them, ſo that every Com 
munity is Entirely of the ſame Keligion ; and 
f any one changes , he mulſt go into another 
Community. Each (ommunity is an intire 
State within it ſelf, and all Perſons muſt meer 
once a year tochuſethe F«dgeand his Aſſiſtants, 
whom they change, or continue from year to 
year, as they ſee cauſe : There 1s no difterence 
made between Gentleman and Peaſant , and 
the -Tenant hath a Yote as well as his Landlord, 
nordare his Landlord uſe him ill when he votes 
contrary to his intentions ; for the Peaſants 
would look upon that as a common (QQuarrel. 
An appeal lies trom the Z#dge of the Commus- 
nity, tothe Aſſembly ot the League, whereall 
matters end; tor there lies noappeal to the ge- 
neral Det of the three Leagues, EXCCpt 1n mat+ 
ters thar concern tke* conquered Comntries, 
which. belong in common to all rhe three, 
There is one choſen by the Deperzes for the 
eAſembly ot the League, who 1s called the Head 
of the League, that can call them together as 
he ſees caule , and can likewiſe bring a cauſe 
that hath been once judged to a fecond hearing. 
Hants is the Chief Town of this Leagne, where 
their Dzet meets. The ſecond League is that of 
the Houſe of God, in which there are tour 
and twenty Communities; the Burgomaſter of 
Corre isalways the Head of this League : "This 
Leagne is almoſt wholly Proteſtant , and the 
two Valleys of the Upper and Lower Engedin 
are pointed out by the Papsiſts , as little leſs 
than ' Cannibals towards ſuch Catholicks as 
come among them ; but Frier Sfongrato, Ne- 
BY phew 
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phew to Pope Gregory the fourteenth , 
whoſe Mother the Marqueſs of Bergominztero, 
that was in England, hath married, tound the 
contrary of all this ro be true to his great re- 
grer. About eighteen years. ago he was b:- 
lieved to have wrought Atracles, and he be- 
came fo much inlove with the: Cr2ww#n of Mar- 
tyrdom , that he went through the Enged:n, 
not doubting bur he would find there that 
which he defired. | His Brotber had come 
ſometime before into the Conntry to drink 
Mineral Waters , and was well known to the 
Gentry , ſo ſome of theſe hearing of the Fryer”s 
coming , went and waited on hun , and he was 
entertained by them in their Houſes, and con- 
veyed through the Countrey , tho he took all 
pollible wayes ro provokethem ; ftorhe wasoften 
railing atrheir Re/zgron, bur toallthat they made 
no an{wer, only they continued their Civilries 
ſtill, which did ſo inrage the warm Fryer, 
that he went to Bormzo, and there (as was be-= 
lieved ) he Dyed of Grief. An Accidentfell out 
five years ago, that the People of the Country 
eſteemed a tort ofa Miracle. 'The Papsfts intheir 
Proceſſions go ſometimes out of one Community 
into another , and when they paſs through 
Proteſtant Communities, they lower the Croſs, 
and give over {inging till they are again upon 
Popwh ground -: bur then they went on bear- 
ing up the Croſs, and f1nging as they went, 
| upon which the Proze/tants itopt them , and 
| wouldnor fuffterthemto go on in that manner : 
they finding that they were not equal in num« 
| ber to the Proteſtants, ſent to a Carbolick, 
G kE 4 Com- 
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{ommunity , and delired rhem to come totheip. 
Afliſtance : Two thouſand came , and by all 
appearance the Diſpute would have had a bloo- 
dy Iſſue : for the. Proteſtants were reſolved to, 
mainrain the Rights of thezr Community, and 
the others were no leſs reſolved to force their 
Way : bur an extraordinary thick miſt aroſe, 


and through it, the Papiſts fancied they ſaw a 
vaſt Body of Men, which wasno other than a 


Wood: but terrified with the Appearance of- 


ſuch a number, they retired, and this ſaved a 
little battel, that probably would not only have 
ended in the ſhedding much blood, but might 
have very much diſordered the. whole Coniti- 
tution and Umion of their Leagues. The Pa- 
piſts of quality endeavour much ro keep their. 
People in order ; but they acknowledged to 
my felf, that the Proteſtants were much 
peaceabler than the Catholicks. The 7ari- 


ations have fifteen Votes in the General Dzet, _ 


yet they are generally called the ren Zuriſdi- 
4ions., and the greater. part of them are like- 
wiſe of the Rel:gion ;' tor upon the general 
Computation of the three Leagues, the Prote- 
flants are about two thirds. In their Drzets 
there are three. Tables, one in the middle, and 
two on either fide; at every Tablefirsthe Head 
of the League, and a Segretary.near him; and 
from the Table there goes down Benches on 
both Hands for the Depwries. from the Commus- 
pies of that League : They hold their Diets. 
by turns in the Chief Towns of the ſeveral 
Leagues,and it hapned tobe the turn of the Houfe 
of God, whenl was there; fo theymetat ay 
. he 
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The three Leagues have a conquered Coun- 
try in /ctaly , divided into rhree Diſtricts, the. 
Palteline, Chavennes and Zormia. When 7ohn 
Galeaſſe poſleſled himſelf of the Durchy of Mi- 
lan, and drove out Barnabas, Maſtings one of 
Harnabas's Sons , to whom his Father had gi- 
ven thoſe three Branches of the Dxtchyof Mi- 
' lan , retired-to (re , and being boſpitably 
received and entertained by the Bs-hop , when 
he died, he gave his Right to thoſe Territories 
to the Caabedpal of Coire: but here was a Title 
without a force able tro make it good, Bur 
when the Wars of [taly were on Foot, the three 
Leagues being much courted by both the 
Crowns , ſince they were Maſters of the Paſſes, 
by which either the Switzers or Germans could 
come into /raly , they reſolved to lay hold on 
that Opportunity - yet they had nor Zeal 
cnough tor their Bzhop, roingage deep upon 
his Account, ſo they agreed with him to pay 
him ſuch a Revenue , and he transferred his 
Title to them , and they were ſo conſiderable 
to the Spaniards, that without much ado, they 
yielded thole Parce)]s of the Dutchy of Milan 
to them, and by this means they are poſleſled 
of chem. Thoſe Accefſtions to this Stare are 
much better than the pringipal ; for as certain- 
ly the Yaltelize , which 1s above forty Miles 
long , and two broad, is one of the r:icheftYVal- 
leys in the World, in which there are three 
Harveſts ſome years; ſo ' the Chavennes and 
ZBormio are much preterable to the beſt Yalleys 
of the Griſons; yet the ingagement that peo- 

ple haye to their native Homes appears {gnally 
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here, fincethe Griſons have not forſaken their 
Countrey , that _ might ſcicuate themſelves 
ſoadvantagioufly : but they love their rugged 
Valleys , and think the fatety they injoy in 
them beyond the pleaſures of their acquired 
Dominions ; ſo they govern them by Bazlifs 
and Podeſta's , and other Officers whom they 
ſend among them; and all rhe advantages that 
they draw trom them, 1s that the Magiſtrates 
whom they fend to govern them, do inrich 
themſelves , as the Bailifs in Switzerland do. 


Allthoſe Offices go round the ſevera: Communi- 


ties, who have the right of nomination in their 
turn : Bur if there isnone of the Commuurty pro- 
perforthe Imployment, any one of another Com= 
munity may buy of them the Nomination for 
that turn, and the Community diltribure among 
them the Money thar he gives them. The 
publick draws nothing out ot thoſe parts, ex- 
cept the Fines, which in ſome years amounts 
to no conſiderable ſum ; and ren or rwelve 
thouſand Crowns is thought a great deal to be 
raiſed out of them in a year; io that their Sub- 
jefs live happy , and free of all Taxes, which 
made their lait Revolt appear the more extra- 
ordinary; and it was indeed the effect ofa very 
ſurpriſing Bigotry , when a people under the 
gentleſt yoke in the World , who had no other 
Grievance , but thatnow and then theire Aa- 
giſtrates were of another Religion , and that 
the Proteſtant Retigion was tolerated among(it 
them , would therefore throw off their Aa- 
fers , cut the Throats of their Neighbours, 
and caſt themſelves into the hands of the 


Spaniards y 
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Spaniards , who are the terribleſt Maſters in 
the World, 

Bur to give a more particular Relation of 
that matter, and to tell the Circumſtances 
which ſeem a little to leſlen that Rebellion and 
eAMaſſacre , I muſt give an Account of a part 
of this Conſtitutionthat 1s very Terrible, and 
which makes the greateſt Men int to tremble : 
'The Peaſants come ſometimes in great Bodies, 
and demand a Chamber of 7uſtice trom the ge- 
neral Dzet, and they are bound to grant it al- 
wayes when it is thus demanded , which comes 
'about generally once in twenty years z com- 
monly this tumult of the Peaſants is {et on by 
{ome of the Male-contented Gentry , and ge- 
nerally there are a great many Sacrifices made. 
This (o#rt is compoſed of zen Fuuzes out of 
every League , and twenty Advocates, who 
manage ſuch Accuſations as are preſented ro 
them ; this Coxre is paramount to Law, and 
Acts like a Court of /:q«i/tzon ; they give the 

#eftion, and do every thing that they think | 
neceſlary to diſcover the Truth of ſuch Accu- 
ſations as are preſentedro them ;z and the Dect- 
ſions of this Coxrt can never be brought un- 
der a ſecond Review, tho there is an excep- 
tion to this; for abour a hundred years ago, 
one (ours of Fuſftice reverſed all that another 
had done; but that is a ſingle inſtance. 'The 
Peaſants are in as great a jealoubie of the Spa-= 
ntards, as the Switzers are of the French, 
and the good Men among them are extream ſen- 
lible of a great Diflolution of Morals that the 
Spanuh ervice brings among them: For 
| acre 
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there is a Griſon Regiment kept ſtill in pay 
by the Spaniards , there are in it twelve Coms 
antes of fifty a piece , and the (aprains have. 


a thouſand Crowns pay , tho they are not” 


obliged to atrend upon the ſervice : This 1s 
upon the matter a Penſion paid under a_ more 
decent name to the moſt conſiderable Aer of 
the Countrey; and this is ſhared among them 
without any diſtin&ion of Prozeſtant and Pa- 
pit, and is believed to ſway their Comncls. 
much. The Peaſants are apt to take fire, 


and to believe they are berrayed by thoſe Pen . 


ſfroners of Spain z and when Rumors are blown 
about among them , they come in great num» 
bers to demand a Chamber of 7uſtice ; the 
common Queſtson that they give., which is alſo 
uſed all Switzerland over , and in Geneva, is, 
that they tye the Hands of the ſuſpected per. 
fon behind his back, and pull them up to his 
Head , and ſo draw them about , by whichthe 
arms and chicfly the Shoulder-blades are dif- 
; Joynted ; and whena perſon put to the Queſtion 
confeſſes his Crime, and is uponthat condemned 
todye, he is obliged to renew his Confeſſion 
upon Oath at the Place of Execution ; and if 
he goes off from it then , and faith, That his 
Confeſſion was extorted by the Violence of the 
Tortsre, he 1s put again to'the Queſtion : for 
this paſſesfor a Maxim, That no man muſt dye 
unleſs he confeſſeth himſelf guilty : Generally 
when the fury of demanding this Chamber 1s 
fpread among the people , the Gentry run 
away , and leave the whole matterin the power 
of the Peafarys ; for they know not where. it 


will 
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. Whillend, and fo the Peaſants being named to 
be 7udges , the Juſtice goes quick , till ſome 
Sacrifices appeaſe the Rage. Two Tear ago, 
upon the ſale of a Commen to the Bichop of 
Comp, to which he had an ancient preten- 
. ion, the Peaſants having no more the liber- 
ty of the Common , were inraged at their Ma- 
giftrates, and a Report was ſpread abroad, of 
which the firſt Author could never be diſco- 
vered, that the Spaniards had ſent a hundred thou- 
ſand Crowns among them to corrupt all their 
Magiſtrates z upon this they were ſo ſcron fire, 
thatit was generally thought there would have 
been many Sacrificesmadeto this fury : but the 
Gentry hapned to be then ſomuch united, that 
there was none of them ingaged among the 
Peaſants, or that managed their Kage : a Cham- 
ber of 7aſtice was granted , but the matter was 
ſo ordered , thar it did not appear that any 
one was guilty z yet ſome that had dealt inthat 
tranſaftion were fined , not ſo much for any 
fault of theirs, as to raiſe a fund to pay the 
Expences of the Chamber z and becauſe the 
could nor. find colour enough to raiſe ſo _ 
our of the Fines, there was a fine of five hun- 
dred Livers laid on every one of the Spanish 
Companies. I hope this digreſhon will not ap- 
pear tedioustoyou,, and the rather becauſe you 
will ſoon ſee that it wasa little neceſſary to open 
the marter of the Rebellson and Maſſacre in the 
Paltelme. | 

In the Year 1618. there was a Report ſer 
abour , That the-Spaniards had 4 T reaty on foot 
& tear away the Valteline from the A_ 


ot 
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this was ſupported by the Fort Fuentes, that 


the Governor of Milan was building upon the 
Lake of Como ; near the Yalteline there was 
one Ganatz, a Miniſter, but a bloody and Per- 
fidious Man, that ſet on and managed the rage 
of the Peaſants , and there was great reaſon to 
ſuſpect ſome underhand dealing , tho he threw 
it which way he pleaſed. A. Chamber of 7u- 
ftice was appointed to fit at Tofſane, which is 
a conſiderable Town twelve miles trom Corre , 
on the way to 1taly, near Alta Rhetia, which 
is ahigh and ſmall Hill, to which there is no 
acceſs but on one fide, where there are yetthe 
Ruins of a Caſtle and a Church , and which 
they believe was the Pallace of Khetwns, the firſt 
Prince of the Countrey : There was ſevere 
Juſtice done in rhis Chamber, a Prieſt was put 
to the Queſtion, and ſo ill uſedthat hedyed in 
it, which 1s a crying thingamongthem. The 
chief ſuſpicion lay upon one P:anta, who be- 
ing: of one of the beſt Famihes of the Griſons, 
was then one of the Captains in the Spanisb 
Regiment ; he withdrew himſelf from the 
Storm , but the Peaſants led on by Ganarz pur- 
ſued him ſo, that ar laſt they found him, and 
hewed him in pieces , Ganatz himſelf ſtriking 
the firſt ſtroke with an Ax , which was taken 
up and preſerved by his Friends; and four and 
twenty years after, fifty or ſixty of his Friends 
fell upon Ganatz, in Corre, and killed him 
with the ſame Ax, which they brought along 
 withthem , that they might-execute:their de- 
fign by the ſame Tool with which their Friegd 
was murthered. Ganatz, had during the _ 

aban- 
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abandoned both his Religion and Profeſſion, 
being indeed a diſgrace to both , and had 
ſerved firſt in the Venetian, and then in the 
Spanubh Troops: After the pu was made, 
he became ſo conliderable , being ſupported 
by the Spanuh Faction, that he was choſen 
Governour of Chavennes, and was come over 
to Cozre to a Diet, he being then in fo im- 
portant a charge: but he was ſo much hated, 
that tho the murthering of a Magiſtrate in 
Office, and at a publick Afembly in fo ter- 
rible a manner, ought to have been ſeverely 
puniſhed , yet no inquiry was made into the 
Crime, nor wasany Man to muchas queſtioned 
for it. In that (hamber many that were put 
to the Queſtion, conteſſed enough to hang them, 
ſome indured the Queſtzon , and eſcaped with 
the loſs of the uſe ot their Arms. Thoſe of 
the Yalteline have made uſe of this ſeverity, 
as that which gave the riſe to the Maſſacre, 
and it is very probable, this might have drawn 
in ſome, that would have been otherwiſe more 
moderate, aad that it did likewiſe precipitate 
that Barbarous Action : yet it was afterwards 
found out, that the Plot had been formed lon 

before, ſo that the Induſtry and Rage of the 
Priefis , managed by Span#h Emiſſaries, work- 
ing upon the bigotry of the People, wasthe 
Real Cauſe, and this was only made uſe of as 
a pretext to give ſome more plauſible colours 
to the Maſacre , which was executed ſome 
Months after this Chamber was diflolved. Ir 
began while the Proteſtants were at Church 
there were ſome hb#nareds deſtroyed, the reſt 
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got. all = to the Mountains, and fo eſcaped 


into the: Countrey of the Grsſons , and thoſe 
of Chavennes got likewiſe up to the Hills 
for they are Grand juſt at the bottom of 
them. | 

I ſhall not proſecute the reſt of that War z 
the French ſaw ot what Advantagg it was to 
them, not to let this paſs from 7taly into Ger- 
many tall into the Hands of the Spamards; ſo 
Baſſompiere was ſent to Madrid , and ob- 
tained a promiſe , thar all things thould be 
put in the ſame ſtate in which they were be- 
fore the year 1618. but when that Order was 
{ent to the Governour of Milan, it was plain 
he had ſecret Orders to the contrary; for he 
refuſed to execute it : ſo a War followed, in 
which the Griſons found it was nor -eafy for 
them to ſupportthe charge of it, without im- 
ploying the Aſſiſtance of the French. Bur the 
Spaniards pretended to have no other Intereſt 


in the affairs of rhe Yalteline, than the pre» . 


{ſervation of the Catholick Religion ; and to 
ſhew their fincerity , they put the Comnerey 
into the Popes Hands, knowing that he could 
not preſerve it but by their Aſliſtanee , nor 
reſtore it without ſecuring it from all change 
of Religion. The French willingly under- 
took the cauſe of the Grrſons , and becauſe 
the Dake of Rohan was like to be the moſt 


favourable General, as being of the Religion, 


he was ſent to command ſome forces that mar- 
ched thither : Bur he ſaw, that if the French 
once made themſelves Maſters of the Paſſes of 


the Corntrey , it would turn to their no 
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_ "aid finding the Giiſons  repoſed an in- 
tire eoatidence it him, he thought it unbe« 
toming him to bean Inſtrument in that which 
he ſaw muft be faral to them. The Spaniards 
ſeeing the French ingage in the Quarrel, and 
fearing leſt they ſhould poſſeſs themſelves of 
the Paſſes; offered to reſtore all the Territs- , 
zory in Traly 3; for Chavenhes and Bormio had 
likewiſe revolted , only the Proteflants got 
away fo quick upon the diſorders in the Yal- 
telihe , that they prevented the Rage of the 
Priefts, The Spaniards isk*d thele condi- 
tions, that an Amneſty ſhould be granted for 
what was palt ; that there ſhould be no Exers« 
cifſe of the Proteſtant Religion tolerated in 
the Comntrey, and that even the ' Bazlifs and 
other Magiſtrates of the» Religion, that came 
to be ſent irito the Yalteline, ſhould have no 
Exerciſe of their Religion; and as for other per- 
ſons; that none of the Religion might ſtay a- 
bove fi* Weeks at a time in the Countrey. 
The Dxke of Ryghanſceing that Conditions of 
fo much Advantage to the Leagues were of- 
fered to them; did underhand adviſe thoſe of 
the Religion to accept of them , at the ſame 
time that he- ſeemed openly to oppoſe the 
Treaty ſet on foot on thoſe Terms, and that he 
a_ ger out of this Imploymient with the leſs 
dishonour, he adviſed their clapping hint up - 
m Priſon till they had finiſhed their Treaty 
with the Spaniards. So that they = grate- 
filly ro this day own, that they owe the Pre-

Country '; ſome ſtay ſtill, and go two or. three 
hours journey to ſome of the Proteſtant Com- 
mwunities , where they have the Exerciſe of the 
Religion : And tho they may nor ſtay in the 
Valteline above fix weeks at a time , yet they 
ayoid that by going for a day or twoout of the 
Coxntrey once within that time 3 nor 1s that 
matrex at preſent ſo ſeverely examined , ſo 
. that there is a calm among them as to thoſe 
matters, But when it comes to the turn of, 
the Proteſtant Communities to: ſend one of 
the Rel:g:on to thoſe imployments , he. 1s of- 
ten much embaraſſed by the Bi-hop of Come, 
to whoſe Dzoceſs thoſe Territories belong z 
for if the Bz:shop fancies, that they do any thing 
contrary to the Eccleſraſtical immunities , he 
excommunicates them z and tho this may ap- 
pear a ridiculous thing , {mince they are already 
in a worſe ſtate by being Hereticks, yer itpro- 
duces a very ſen{ible effect 3 tor the people 
that are extreamly ſuperſtitious , wall not 
after that come near ſuch Magiflirates 3; fo 
that about three year ago a Bazlf found him- 
{If obliged to delire to be xecalled , tho his. 
time was not out. , ſince being excommuni- 
cated , he could no longer maintain the G9« 
Ternmentin his own perſon. 

. Among the Gr:ſons the Roman Law pre- 
vails , modefied a little by their Cuſtoms : 
one that was a little pazticular » WAA. GHSCUIES 
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when I. was there. A fan that hath an Eſtate 
by bis Wife, enjoyes it after her death, as lo 
as he+ continues a Midower ; but, when he 
marries again, he is bound: to divide it among 
the Children that he had by her.. The Zx/tice 
is ſhort, and ſimple , but it is oft thought that 
bribes go-here, tho but -meanly in proportion 
to their poverty, as, well as in other places. 
The married Women here do ſcarce appear 
abroad , except at Church z but the young 
Women have more Liberty before they. axe 
married. There is ſuch a plenty of all things, 
by reaſon of the Gentleneſs of the Governa 
ment, and the Induſtry of the People, that in 
all the zen dayes, in which I ſtayedat (oire, I 
was but once askt an Alms in the Streets. 
There axe two Churches in (ore; in the one 
there is an Orgaz ,'that joyns with their Yojces 
in the finging ot the Pſalms ; and there was 
for the Honour of the Diet, while we were 
there , an; Anthety ſung by a ſet of Muſicians 
very regularly. In all the Churches both of 
Switzerland and the Griſong, except in this 
only , the Minifter preaches covered; bur here 
- he 1s bare-headed.- And I obſerved a partis 
cular devotion uſed here infaying of the Lords 
Prayer , that the Miniſters who wear Capss 
put them off when this was faid. The MWo- 
meu here as in Bern, turn all to the Eaſt im 
time of prayer, and alſo in their private De- 
yotians, before and after the publick, Prayers * 
many alſo bez at the Name of eſis : The 
Chriſten diſcovering the whole Head ; ans 
pouring the Mater on the Hing-head , uſing 2 
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the Switzers. It was matter of much edift- 


ration , . to ſee the. great numbers both here 
and all Switzerland over , that come every day 
to prayers morning and evening. ' They give 
here'in-the middle of the prayer a good intet= 
yal of Silence for the private Devotions of the 
Aſembly. 'The Sthools here go not above 
Latin, Greek and Logick; and for the reſt, 
they ſend their Children ro Zurich or Baſt. 
'The Clergy here are very meanly provided 3 
for moſt part they have nothing but the Be- 
nevolence of their people : they complained 
much to me of a great Coldneſs1n their people” 
in the matters of Rel:g:0n , and of a great Cor- 
Tuption in 'their Morals : The Commons are 
extream inſolentz and many Crimes go un- 

uniſhed , if the perfons that commit them 
have either great credit , or much money. The 
poor Mini/ters here are under a terrible fla- 
vety; for the Griſons pretend; that inall times 
they had not only the Patronage of their

Churches, but a power to difmiſs their 


Church-men as they ſaw cauſe, How 1t 1s 
among the Papiflz, I cannot tell; but rhe Dear 
of the Synod of the Houſe of God rold me , they 
had an ill cuſtom of Ordaining their e Miniſters 
withour a Tirle, upon an examination of 
their Qualifications and Abilities , which took 
them” up generally fix or ſeven” hours, and 
when his tryal, was thus diſpatched}, if the 
perſon was found qualified , they ordained him;

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vifers already in-1mployment , if their :

ound to receive the Intruder. In one half 
of the. Countrey they preach in þ:2h Dutch, 
and in the other half m a corrupt J7ralian, 
which they call Romanzsh , that is, a mixture 
of French and [talian, In every League they. 
have a Synod ; and as the people chuſe their 
eWUiniſters, ſoinimitation of the Switzers, eves 
ry Synod chuſes their efntiftes or Superinten- 
dant ;z he is called the Dean among the Griſons , 
and hath a ſort of an Epiſcopal Power; but he 
1s accountable to the Syned.; The Office 1s 
for life; but the Synod upon great cauſe gi- 
ven, may make a change. The peaple of this 
Countrey are much more lively than . the 
Sw1tzers., and they begin to have ſome tin- 
crure of the {alan temper. They . are ex- 
rream civil to Strangers ; but it ſeems in all 
Commonwealths #n-keepers. think they have 
a right to exact upon Strangers, which one 
finds here , as well as ia Holland, or in Swit+ 
zerland. | 
 T ſhall conclude what I have to fay con- 
cerning the Griſons with a very extraor- 
dinary Story , which I had both from the 445+ 
viſters of Coire , and ſeveral other Gentlemen , 
that ſaw in April 1685. about five hundred 
Perſons of different Sexes and apes , that paſt 
through the Town , who gave this account 
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heniſclves. Mz were: the Inhabitants of a 
Palley in T:rol', — for the greateſt 
t''to the Arch Bishoprick.' of Saltsburg, 
ut ſome 'of them were in the Droceſſes of 
Trent and Breſe; they ſeemed to be a remnant

Fifths time , they poſleſied!themlelves of as a 
Pledge for payment of their Arrears; and they 
were then ſuch conſiderable Alles, that they 
made both the. Competitors for the Dutchy of 
Milan court them by turns, and became. the 
peaccable Poſleilors of almoſt. all that tract

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that! Hes! berween the Zake of Com to: the 
Countrey of the Fateſſit, or the Valleys. The 
Inhabitants here are: fo well uſed; they live

An- 
cient Cantons havetheir turns of all the Bas/sages 
and other' Offiges here : but whert'it comes 
to.:the turn"ef thoſe of - the |Revzgron, their 
Baihfs muſt be cofitented with private Devo- 
tions in'thew ewn Hosſe , but can have no 
publick Bxerdcifes, nor ſo much as'a Miniſter 
their Houſes.” For. here, as: in the Yalte- 
tine, when the Spaniards confirmed the Right 
of the Cantong to thoſe T errirories,:they made 
an-expreſs Proviſion, that-no Religion except 
the Popzh ſhould be tolerated here; fo that 
the Bazhf, who is the Prince, often hath not 
the free Liberty of his Religion in theſe Parts. 
'The'Balifs here make their Advantages, as well

T was'rold, that fome Wephews of 
Popes, in particular the Barberimes, had treat- 
ed with the' Switzers; to buy this Countrey 
from them; and foroerectitinto a Principality;

they found ir would certainly be rejected , {0

Churches ,\and many: Convents. ' In 
ſhort, the whole Towr:s full of the marks of bis 
Wealth. The Riches of the Churches of Milan 
ftrike one with amazement, the Bmus/ding, rhe 


Painting, the,Altars, and the Plate , and cve- 
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ry thing in the Convens, excepttheir Librairzes, 
areall igns both of great Wealth and of a very 
powerful Superſtition ; but their L:byazries not 
only - here , but all 7ra/y over , are ſcanda- 
lous things; the Room: is often fine, and rich- 
ly adorned , 'but the Books are few , ill 
bound, and worſe choſen; and the ignorance 
of the Prieſts both ſecular and Regular is ſuch, 
thatno man , that hath not had occaſion rodiſco- 
-yer it, can eaſily believe it. "The Convent of 
S. Vifor , thatis without the Town , 1s by tttuch 
the richeſt, it is compoled'of Canons Regilay 
called in Ftaly the Order of Mount Ol ry\or 
Olivetan ; that 'of the Bernabites' ig exrroam 
rich, there is a Pzlpit and a Confeſſionat (all? in- 
laid_with Agares of different colours , fitiely 
ſpotted Marbles, and of Lapy Lazulis, rhatare 
thought almoſt ineſtimable. 'S. Laxrence has 
a noble Cxpals, and a Pulpit of the fame form 
with that of the Bernabites. The Peſuits ,*the. 
Theatines , the Dominicans, and S, Sebaſtians 
are very rich. The (:ttadel is too well known 
toneed adeſcription} it 1s very regularly built, 
and: is, a moſt effeEtual reſtraint to keep' the 
Tewnin order, but it couldnot ſtand out againſt 
a good Army three dayes; for it is fo little, 
and ſo full of Buildings, that it could norrefiſt 
a ſhowr of Bombs. The Hoſpital is indeed a 
Royal Building 3 I was told it had ninety' thou- 
fand CrownsRevenue : The old Conrt is large, 
and would look noble, if it were not: for/the 
new Coxrt that 18 near it , which is tworhuns 
dred and fifty foet" ſquare, and there are three 
Tows of Corridors or Galteries all-round the 
boots. wth Court, 
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Cort, one in every ſtage, according to the 
Italian manner , which makes the Lodgings 
veryEopvenient, and givesa Gal/ery before eve- 
ry door : Itisrrue, theſe tak up a great deal of 
the, Building , being ordinarily eight or ten 
footbroad ; bur then here isan open ſpace , that 
isExtream cool on that fide wherethe Sun doth 
not lye; for it is all open tro the Air; the Walt 
being only ſupported by Pillars, atthe diſtance 
of fatteen or twenty toot one from another, 
Its: this: Hoſpital there are not only Galleries 
full) ofZeds on both ſides, as is ordinary in all 
Hoſpitals but "there are alſo a great many 
Chambers: ,. in which perſons, whole condition 
was formerly diſtinguithed, are treated witha 
rtiaular Care. There is an out-houſe, which 
1s.called rhe Zazarette, that is without the 
Walls., which belongs to this Hoſpital , it is 
an Exact quarter of a mile ſquare , and there 
are: three- hundred and fixty Rooms in it , and 
a. Gallery runs all along betore the Chambers, 
ſo. that as the ſervice 1s convenient, the ſick 
have a covered walk before their Doors. In 
the middle of this vaſt (quare there is an Otan- 
gular:Chappel, ſo contrived, that the fick from 
all their Beds may ſec the elevation of the 
Hoſtie, and adore it: This Hexſe is for the 
Plague , or for infeftious Feavers; and the 
Sick that want a freer Air, are alſo. removed 
hither. ; Re 
As for the Devotions of this place, I ſaw here 
the Ambre/ian Office , which is diſtinguiſhed 
from the Romar , both in the Mxſick, which 
15 much fimpler, and in ſome other Rites : the 
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Goſpel is read in a high Pxlpze at the, lower end 
of the Quire, that 1o it may be, heard by all the 
people; tho this is needleſs, fince it is readina 
language that. they do not underſtand : when 
they go to ſay high e Maſs, the Prieſt comes 
from the high Altar to the lower-end, of the, 
Lauire, where the Offertory, of the Bread. and 
. the Wine is made by ſome of the Lazty 3 they 
were Nuns that made it, when I-was there; 
I heard a Caprcin Preach here ;.it was the firit 
Sermon I heard in 7taly , and, I was much ſur- 
prized at, many Comical Expreſſions and. Ge- 
{tures , but moſt of all with the Conclufion; for 
there Peng in all the Pulpits, of Iraly a Crucifix 
on the ſide of the Pulpit towards the Altar z 
he, afteralong addreſs to'it, at, laſt, ina; forced 
Tranſport, took it in his Arms, and hugged it, 
and kiſſed ir : Bur I obſferyed, that before.he 
kiſs'd it , he ſeeing ſome duſt on it, blew it off 
very carefully ; for I was juſt under the Pulpst : 
He entertained .it with a long, and tender 
Careſs, and held it outtothe people , and would 
have forced Tears both from himſelfand them; 
yet Ifaw none ſhed. But it the Sermon in-zbe 
morning ſurprized me, I wondred no leſs at 
two Diſcourſes that I heard in one Church ,, ar 
the ſame time, in the afternoon : for there 
were two Bodies of men ſet down in different 
places ofthe (bxrch , all covered, and two Lay- 
wen jn ordinary. habits were entertaining them 
with Diſcourſes of Religion .in a Catechiſtical 
ſtile : Theſe were Confrairies, and thoſe were 
ſome of the more deyour, that inſtructed rhe 
xeſt, This, as Ineyer ſaw any where elſe, 2d E 
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do not know whether it is peculiar to Milan, 
or'not. My Conduior could not ſpeak La- 
tin, and the 7ralian there is '{0 different from 
the true T»ſcan, which T only knew, 'that Lis 
couldnot underſtand him when he was in - 
in a long diſcourſe ,'ſo1'was not clearly mn- 
formed of this matter z but I am apt to'think, 
it might have-been' ſome inſtitution of Car- 
dinal' Borromeos. ' The Ambroſian Library, 
founded by 'Cardinat Frederick Borromeo, is a 
very' noble Reom,/ arid well furniſhed , only it 
is t6b'full of Schoot-zmen "and Canoni/ts ; which 
are'the” chief \ ftndies of #Faly; and it hath toa 
few yy a Fae Tlig Rd learning. 
One part 6f\the di tion of the Room was 
leatthr z\'rhere 1s of ek natice Chairs, 
placedall round itat a competent diſtance from. 
one anather; and to every Chair there belongs 
a De#b;\with an Ecritosre, that hath Pen, Ink, 
and Paper in-it ;'fo that 'every Man finds tools 
bereforſuchextra&sashe would make, "There, 
is/4tittle 'Room' of Mannſcriprs ar the'end of, 
the great Gallery,, but rhe Library - keeper 
knows little of them; a great many of them 
relare'to'' their Same Charles. I aw fome 
fragments of Latin Bibles , but none feemed 
to be above fix hundred Years old ; there” are 
alſo ſome fragments of Saine Ambroſes Works, 
and of Saint Feroms Epiſtles , that are of the 
fame-afttiquity. I was ſorry not'to find Sarne 
Ambroſt's Works intire , that I might have ' 

ſeen, 'whether the Books of the Sacraments are 
' aſcribed to him in ancient. (Copies 3 for perhaps 
they belong to a more modern Azthor, Ir 1s 
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*2 wu in theſe Books, the DoEttine of a ſort of

Ir.1s certain, 
that if the Yenerians could have' foreſeen art 
the begining of the War of Candy ;rhe vaſt 
Expence 1n which the length of: it 1ngaged 
them, they would have abandoned"the ſte, 
rather than have waſted: their Treaftire , and 
debaſed their Nobility, "This laft was extream 
ſeoſible ro them ; for as the Dignity of the rank 
they hold, is ſo muchthe more Eminent as it is 
reſtrained to a ſmall number, ſo all the beſt 
Imployments and Honours of | the . State 
belonging to this Body , theadmitting ſuch a 
number 1nto 1t , as muſt riſe qQut of ſeventy 
| FR 0 &ght 
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eight Families; was in effect the ſharing their 
Inheritance among ſo many adopted Brothers, 
This had beep , lets, infamaus, if they had com< 
municatedithat , Honour only to, the ancient 
Citizens of :;Henice , or to the Nobility of 
thoſe States: that they have ſubdued in the 
Terra Firma; for as there are many Citizens, 
who are as ancient as the Nobility, only. 
their Anceſtors not hapning ta be of thar 
Coxncil , that aſſumed the Government about 
four hundred years ago , they have: not ger 
raiſed to that Honour, fo there. had-begws 
no Infamy- in creating ſome of.them to be of the 
Nobility. It had been alſo brought under con- 
ſultation long ago, upon. the ;Reduttion of 
thoſe States in. the Terra, Firma, whether. 
it-was not adviſaþle , according to the Ma- 
xims of the Ancient Romans, to communi- 
cate that Dignity to ſome. of” their chief Fa- 
milies, as being the ſureſt Way to give 
ſome contentment to thoſe States, it being 
alſo a real , as well as a cheap Security, when 
the chicf Families in thoſe Cities, were ad- 
mitted to a ſhare in all the Honours of the 
Republick. It is true, ſome of the Nobility of 
thoſe Srtates thought they had Honour enough 
by their Birth, and ſo Zambara of Breſcia retu- 
ſed to accept. an Honour from thoſe that had 
robbed his Countrey of its Liberty,yet his poſte= 
rity are now of another mind; for they came and 
bought in this laſt ſale of Honour that which 
was freely offered to their Anceſtor , and was re- 
jected by him. When the Senate found it 
{elf extreamly preſled for Money; during the 
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War: it was at firſt propoſed, that ſome Fa- 
milies , 'to the ae ar: - five, might be 
Enobled; they offering, ſixty thouſand Ducars 
if they were Yenetians, and {cyenty thouſand 
if they were Strangers: 'There was bur one 
mes that oppoſed this: in. the Senate-y:{@ ir 


eing paſlcd there , was -preſented tothe: Great: 


Council; and there it was /like: to haye paſltd 
without any difhculty., but one perſot1z0ppeſed 


it with ſo much vigor: that'tho the: Dake de- .

their power to have done it. It is true, many 
of the Purchaſers were Ancient and Noble Fa- 
milies ; bur many others were not only Mer- 
Chants, but were of the>Jowelſt fort of them: 


who as they had inriched themſclves by:Trade, - 


did then impoveriſh themſelves by the ac- 
quifition of an Honour, that as it obliged them 


to give over their Trade, and put themina. 


higher Way of living, ſo it hath not brought 
them yet in any; Advantage to ballance that 
Loſs: tor they are ſo much deſpiſed, that they 
are generally excluded, when they compete 
with the ancient Nob:l:ty; thothis is done with 
that Diſcretion, that rhe old Families do nor 
declare always againſt the new z for that would 
throw the new into a Faction againſt them, 
which might be a great prejudice to them 
for the new, are much more numerous than 
the old. Another great Prejudice that the 
Republick feels by this great Promotion, 1s, 
that the Chief Families of the Citizens of Ve- 
2:ce, who had been long practiſed 1n the Afﬀairs 
of State, and out of whom the Envoyes , the 
Secretarzes of State, and the Chancelloxr, that 
35 the Head of the (ztizens, as well as rhe Duke 
is the Head of the Nobility, are to be cho- 
ſen, having purchaſed the Chict Honour of the 
State, there 1s not now a ſufficient Number. of 
capable Citizens left for ſerving the State 
in, thoſe Imployments z bur this detect wm 
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| be redreſt with the help of a little time. 
Bur if this increaſe of the Nobzlity , hath lefſ- 
ſened the dignity, of the ancient Families , 
thereis a Regulation made 1n this age , that ftill 
preſerves a conſiderable diſtin&tion of Autho. 
rity in their hands. Crimes againſt the Szate, 
when committed by any of the Nobbity , were 
alwayes judged by. the Inqus/irors , and the 
| Comal iofi Ten ; but all other crimes were jud» 
gedby>the: Comncil of -Forty. But in the year 
162.4.ione_ of the Nobtev, was accuſcd of Peeus 
lat.g1committed iwwne of their Governments, 
and; thei fAvegadore ; nn the pleading , as he ſer 
forth :his-crime, called himg Rogue and a Robe 
bey yet: tho his' Crimes were maniteſt , thers 
being/but-fix and xewenty Z«dges preſent, twelve 
only 'condemned him , ' and fourteen acquir- 
red him, this gave great Offence z for tho he 
wasacquitted by his Judges , his Crimes were 
evidenr, fo that hisfame could not be reſtored : 
for the Depoſitions of the Witneſles, and the 
Awogadores (or the Anorney Generals ) charge, 
were heard by the people ; ſo it was propoſed 
tomakea Difference between the Nobzlity , and 
rhe-ocher Subjefs ; and fince all Tryais before 
the-Foxty were publick4, and the Tryals betore . 
the Tem were in Secret, it ſeemed fit to remir 
the Nobility to be tryed by the Ten : Some 
foreſaw, that this would tend to a 'Tyranny, 
and raiſe the Dignity of the ancient Families 
( of whom the: Conncil of Ten is alwayes com- 
poſed) too high 3 therefore they oppoſed it 
upon this ground , that ſince the Council of 
Forty ſent outmany Orders to the Governours , 
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ir would very much leſfen their Authority, 
if they were notto be the Jud es of thoſe, who 
were obliged to receive their Orders': but to 
qualify this Oppoſition , a"Proviſo was made, 
that reſerved to the Conncil of Forty a Power to 
judge of rhe Obedience that: was given to their 
Orders ;bur all other Accuſations of the Nobility 
were remitted to the Comncil of Ten : and'the 
Body of the Nobility were {o pleafed with this 
diſtin&tion, that was pur between, them ant the 
other Subjefts, that they did not ſee, that this 
did really inflayve. them ſo much the 'more, 
and brought them under more danger ; litice 
thoſe who judge in ſecret, have' a' freer' ſcope 
. to their Paſſions, than thoſe whoſe proceed- 
ings are.Publick, and fo are in effe& judged 
by the Publick, which is often a'vvery efteCtual 
reſttamr upon the Judges themſelves. ' 'Bur 
the ' Council of Ten being generally in the 
hands of the great Famihesz whereas thb({e of 
all forts are ot 'the Comncil of Forty, which 
was'the chick udicatory of the” State, and%s 
muek'Ancienter than that of Te: it had been 
much 'more wely done of them to have beeri 
{tifl Judged by the Forty : And it they had 
thought 1t for their Honour, to have a diffe- 
rence made in the way of Judging the Nobs- 
tity, and the other Sbjets, it had been more 
for their Security, to have brought their Tryals 
rothis, that whereas the ' Forty qudgeall other 
Offenders with Open Doors, the Nobiliz {ſhould 
be judged the Doors being bat, whiehisathing 
they very much defire now., bur without an 
hope of ever obtaining it : For this power of

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But this leads me to fay..a little to you, of

demned of Treaſon , that they offered -2 
hundred thouſand Crowns to have faved hint; 
and by conſequence to have preſerved the 
Family from that- Infamy ; but tho this was 
not accepted; ( for he ſuffered as he wellde- 
ſerved) yet it was ſo yiſible , that none of 
the. Family. were concerned in his Crimes, 
that it did not arallrurn to their Prejudice. Bur 
upon the firſt occaſion that offered ar ſelf after - 
that, to quazrel with the proceedings of the 
Inquiſitors, they laid hold on it, and aggra- 
vated the matterextreamly, and moved for the 
limiting of their Authority 3 but the Great

offered to ask us , cither coming or' going, 
what we were, or what we carried with'us. But 
the beſt and Nobleſt Entertainment that Venice 


afforded while I was there , was the Company 


ofe Mr.de la Haye, the French Ambaſſador,who 
as he hath ſpent his whole life in publick 
Embaſſies , ſo he hath acquircd ſo' great a 
Knowledge of the World , with ſo true a 
Judgment , and. fo obliging a' Civility, thar 
he may well paſs for'a Pattern; and it-is no 
wonder. to ſee him ſtill 'ingaged in a conſtant 
ſucceſſion of publick Imployments';' and” his 
Lady. is ſo, wonderful a perfon', that I pay 
them both but a very ſmall- part of whac 
I owe them, in this Acknowledgment , which 
I judge my* ſelf bound to make of their ex- 


traordinary Civilities to me 5; and indeed, , 


withour the Advantage of ſuch a Rendezvous 
as I had there , 'a fortmights ſtay at _Yenrce 
had been a very tedious matter. From Fe- 
nice we went again to Padua ; From thence 


to Revigo , Which is 'but a ſmall Town, : 


and. ſo to. the Po, which divides the "Fer 
ritory of the RKepwblick , from the. Ferras 
reſe , which is now the Popes Country; and 


' here one ſees what a difference a good _ : 
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bad Government makes in a Country ; for 
tho the ſoil is the ſame on both ſides of the Ri- 
ver 4.and the Ferrareſe was once one of the beau- 
tifulleſt ſpots of all Haly , as Ferrara was one 
of its beſt Towns , While they had Princes of 
their own, who for a courſe of ſome Ages were 
Princes of ſuch Eminent Vertue, and of fo He- 
roical a Nobleneſs, that they were really the 
Fathers of their Country ; nothing can be 
imagined more changed than all this is now. 
The ſoilis abandoned , and uncultivated , -nor 
were there hands enough ſo much as to mow 
- their Graſs , which we ſaw withering in their 
Meadows to our no ſmall wonder. We were 
amazed to ſee fo rich a ſoil thus forſaken of its 
Inhabitants , and much more when we paſſed 
through that vaſt Town, which by its extent 
ſhews whatit wasaboutanageago, and is now 
ſo much deſerted, that there are whole ſides of 
Streets without Inhabitants , and the Poverty 
of the Place appears fignally in the Churches, 
- Which are mean, and poorly adorned ; for the 
{ſuperſtition of 7aly is fo ravenous, and makes 
ſuch a progreſy in this Age, that one may juſtly 
take the meaſures of the Wealth of any place 
from the (bxrches. "The Superſtition, or Vas 
pal of this eAge, is ſo much beyond that of the 


(tho the contrary to this is commonty be- , 


ved) thar all the vaſt Buildings of grete Chur- 
ebes orrich Convents, and the ſurpriſing Wealth 
that appears in them on Feſtiyal dayes, are the 
Donatives of the preſent Age ; fo that it 1s a

fancy, that Superſtition is at a fland , if not imna-

Decay; unleſs it be acknowledged , that the 
craft ofrhe Prieſts hath opened to them a new 
methad\to ſupport their riches, when the old 
ones of Purgatory , and Indr/gences were be. 
come leſs. eftectual in an Age of more know- 
ledge , and better inlightned;z andthat is, ta 
ingagemento an Emulation anda Vanity in En 
riching their Churches, as much as other 
Itatians have in the enriching their Palacesz fo 
thatas they have a Pleaſure as well as a Vanity , 
in ſeeing fd much dead wealth im their houſes, 
they have tranſlated the fame humour to' their 
Churches : and: the vanity of the preſent Ageg 
that believes little or nothing of thoſe contri» 
vances, of Pargatory, or the like , produceth 
the ſame, if notgreater effects, in thebuilding 
and epriching; their Chwrches , and fo carries 
It,in Expenceand Prodigality,from the ſuperſti- 
tion of the former Ages , that believed'every 
thing: But to return to Ferrars, I could not 
but ask a1 ſaw, how it came, that ſo rich aſoil 
was1o {trangely-abandoned ? ſome ſaid, the Air 
was become fo unhealthy, that thoſe who ſtay 
mipwere very thort-lived; but itis well known, 
that fourſcore years ago it was well peopled; 
and the ill Air:-1s occaſioned by the want of In- 
habitantsz: for there not being people to drain 
theground, andto keep the Litches clean this

#043. The true cauſe is the Severity of the 
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Government , and the heavy Taxes, and fre- 
quent Confiſcations, by which the Nephewy 
of ſeveral Popes, as they have devoured [many- 
of the Families of Ferrara, ſo they have driven 
away many more. And this appears more vi- 
fibly ', by the different State as well as the 
Conſtitution of Bologna, which is full of peo- 
ple; that abound in Wealth; and as the Soil is 
extream rich , ſo it is cultivated with all due 
eare, For Bologna delivered it ſelf to the 
Popedom upon a Capitulation, by which there 
are many Priviledges reſerved toit : Crimes 
there are only puniſhed in the perſons of thoſe 
who commir them ; bur there are no con- 
fſcations of Eſtates ; and tho the Authori- 
ty, in criminal matters , belongs to the Pope, 
and 1s managed by a Legare and his Officers; 


yet the Civil Government , the Magiſtracy, ' 


and the power of Judicature in Civil matters, 
1s intirely in the hands of the Stare: And 
by this Regulation it is, that as the riches of 
Bologna amazes a Stranger, it neither being 
on a Navigable River, by which it 1snot capa- 
ble of much Trade, nor being the Center of a 
Soveraignty , where a Court 1s kept; ſo the 
Taxes that the Popes fetch from thence are ſo 
confiderable, that he draws much more from 
this place of Liberty , than from thoſe where 
this Authority 1s unlimited and abſolute, but 
that are by thoſe means. almoſt quite aban- 
doned : for the greatneſs of a Prince or State 
Tiling from the numbers of the S»bjef&s, thoſe 


_"Maxuns that retain the Subje&s , and that 


draw

draw Strangers 'to come among them, are 
certainly the trueſt Maxims for advancing the 
greatneſs of the Maſter. : And: I could nor but 
with much ſcorn obſerve the folly of: ſome 
Frenchmen, who made uſe of this Argument 
to ſhew the Greatneſs of their Nation , that 
one found many Frenchmen in all places to 
which one-could come, whereas there:were 
no Englih nor Dutch , no Switzers, and 
very few Germans.; but this 1s juit contrary 
to the right conf{equence that ought to be 
drawn - from this obfervation.

ſothata mild Government drivesoutno ſwarms: 
whereas it is the ſure mark of a ſevere Govern- 
ment that weakens it ſelf, when many of the 
. Subjefts find it fo hard ro ſubliſlt at home, 
that . they. are forced to ſeek that abroad, 
-which they would much rather do in their 
own Country , it Impolttions and other Seve- 
rities, did not force them to change their Habi- 
tations. 

Burt to return . to- the Wealth of Bologna, 
-it appears in Every Corner of the Town, and 
all round it, tho its ſituation is not very fa- 
vourable; for it lyes at the foot of the Ap- 
- penins, on the North-ſide, and is extream cold 

in Winter. The Houſes are built as. at Padrga 
and Bern , ſo that one walks all. the Town

the Town, and the Churches and Convents 
are incredibly rich : .within the Town , the 
richeſt are the Domimcans , which is the 
Chief Houſe of the Order, where their Foun- 
ders Body is laid in one of the beſt Chappels 
of 7taly : and next to them are the Fran- 
Ciſcans , the Servites , the Feſwzies , and the 
Cannons Regalar of St. Saluator. . In this laft 
there is a Scrowl of the Hebrew Bible, which 
tho it is not the tenth part- of the Bible, 
they fancy to be the whole Bible : and rhe 
were made believe by ſome ew , that ha 


no doubt ſold it at a high rate, that it was | 


written by Ezra's own hand , and this hath 
paſt long for current : but the Mansſcripe

their Synagogues, that may be perhaps three

"TI will not 
offer at a deſcription of the Glorious Chapper, 
which as it is without doubt, the richeſt pieee 
of building that perhaps the World: ever 
faw , ſo it goes on ſo ſlowly , thar tho there 
are alwayes many at work, yet it doth not 
, ſeem to advance proportionably ro the num- 
ber of the hands that areimployed in it; A+ 
mong the Starxes that are to be in it, thereis 
one of the YVirgin's, made by Michael Anpeld, 
which repreſents her grief at the Paffion of 
her Blefled Son , that hath the moſt life'in "it 
of all the Srazues I ever ſaw. -- But the famous 
Library, that belongs to this Convent, took up 
more of my time than all the.other Curioſities 
'of Florence; for here is a colle&tion of many 
[Manuſcripts , moſt ofthemare Greek, that were 
gathered together by Pope Clement the V 11. 
and given to his Country : there are very 
few Printed Books mixed with them; 'and thoſe 
Books that are there, are fo rare, that they 
"are almoſt as curious as Mannxſcripts, I faw 
ſome of Y:rgils Poems in old Capitals. 'Fhere 
"1S 4 Manuſcript , in which ſome parts both of 
"Tacitus and Apuleins are written , and in one 
lace, one in a different hand had writ, that he 
'had compared thoſe Mannſeriptsz and he 
adds a date to this in Olibrins*s time , which 
is about twelve hundred Years ago. I found

combs, as the Repoſitories of the Reliques of 
the primitive Chriſtians, it would have much 
leſsned their credit, if it had been: thought, 
that there were Catacombs far beyond a 
in all reſpects, that yet cannot be ſuppoſed to 
have been the work of the primitive Chriſtians, 
and indeed, nothing ſeems more evident, than 
that theſe were the common Burying Places of 
the ancient Heathens. One enters into them 
without the Walls of the Towns, according to 
_ the Laws of the twelve Tables, and ſuch are 
the Catacombs of Rome that I ſaw , which were 
thoſe of S. Agnes and S. Sebaſtian, rhe entry 
mto them being without the Town ; 'this an- 
. ſwers the Law, tho in effe&they rununderat;z 
ior 
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for in thoſe dayes, when they hadnotthe uſe of 
the Needle, they could not know which way 
they carried on. thoſe works , when they were 
once ſo far ingaged under ground, as to loſe 
themſelyes. Ir is a vain imagination to think , 
that the Chriftians , in the primitive times, were 
able tacarry on ſuch a work; for as this prodi- 
gious digoing into ſuch Rocks, muſt have been 

very yilble thing, by the Mountains, of Rub- . 
bith that muſt have been brought aut, and by 
the yalt number of Hands that muſt have been 

ed init; ſoitisablurd tothink, that they 

101d their  Aſemblies amidit the annoy- 
ance of ſo much corruprion. I found the Steams

They ſpeak indeed of the Bu- 
rial-Places\of the Martyrs; bur thatwillprove 
no more; but that the' Chrsftians mighthave had 
their Quarters, and their Walks in. rhoſe:com- 
mon'Bweridl- Places, where they laid their Dead, 
and which mighthavebeenknown among them, 
tho it 18 nor likely , that they would-in-times 
of Perſecution make fuch Inſcriptions as might 
have expoſed the Boxzes of their dead 'Friends 
to the Rage of their Enemies. And the Spu= 
Tious Acts of ſome Seine and e Martyrs, areof 
00 little credit to —=—_ any ſupport to” the 
common Opinion. Damaſus's Poetry 'is'of no 
better Authority. And tho thoſe Ages were 
mclined" enough to 'give credit to Fables, 

et-it- ſeems this of thoſe Caracombs, having 
en the work -of - the Primitive Chriflians, 


was 
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was too profs a my to have been fo eatly 
Impoſed on the World. And this Gilence inan 
Age , in which Superſtition was going on at 
ſo'great a rate, has much force in it; for {6 
vaſt a Work, as thoſe Catacombs are, muſt have 
been well known to all the Romans. It were 
eaſy to carry-this much further, and to ſhew, 
that the Bas ' Rehiefs, | that have been found-in 
ſome of 'thofe Catacombs , have nothing «of 
the beauty of the Ancient Romat time. "Phis 
is alſo more diſcernable in many 1nſcrsptions 
that are more Gothick than Roman; and there 
are ſo many J1»ſcriptions relating -to Fables, 
that it is plain , theſe were ot later times; 
and we ſee by Saint Ferom , that the Monks 
began, even*m his time , to drive a trade of 
Reliques ; {o-it is no wonder, that to raiſethe 
credit of ſuch'aiheap, as was never to be ex- 
haufted , they -made” ſome miſerable Srxlp- 
tures, and ſome Taſcriptionsz and perhaps ſhur 
up-t1e- entrys [into them with much care-and 
ſecrely , intending to open them upon ſome 
Dream or other Artifice, to give them the more 
Reputation , which was often- practiſed in 
order to the drawing much Wealth and grear 
Devotion, even to Ras ſingle Relique ; anda 
few being upon this Secret, cither-rhoſe might 
have dyed, or-/by the many Revolutions thar 
hapned' in Roxve, they might have been dil 
perfed 'before-they made the diſcovery : And 
thus the knowledge of -rhoſe-places was loſt, 
and came to be dilicovered by accident inthe 
laſt Age, and hath ever ſince ſupplied ghem 
with an inexhauſtible 'e Magazin of Bones , 
O 2 which 
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which-by all appearance are no other than the 
Bones ot the Pagan Romans ; which are now 
feat over the World to feed a Superſtition, 
that 1s as blind as it proves ——_— And 
thus the Bones of the Roman Slaves , or at 
leaſt, thoſe of the meaner ſort , are now ſet 
in Silver and Gold, with a great deal of other 
coſtly Garniture , ,and entertain the Super/#s- 
- #0n.0f thoſe who are willing to be deceived, 
as well as they ſerve. the ends of thoſe that 
feek ro deceive the World. Burt becauſe it can- 
not bepretended, that there was ſuch a number 
of Chriſtians at Naples, as could have wrought 
ſuch Catacombs , and if it had been once 
thought , that thoſe were the-common Bu- 
rial-places of the ancient Heathens, that might 
have induced the W orld to think ,that the Ro-» 
wan Catacombs were no other ;, therefore 
there hath beenno care taken to examin theſe. 
I thought this deſerved a large diſcourſe ,. and 
therefore I have dwelt perhaps @ little -too 
long on this ſubject. | 

1 will not enter upon a long deſcription of 
that which is ſo well known , as Mont Veſuvio , 
it had roared fo loud about a month before I came 
to'1\aples, that at Naples they could hardly 
fleep 1n the Nights, and ſome old Houſes were 
fo ſhaken by the Earthquake, that was occaſioned 
by this convulfion of the Hill ,-that they fell to 
the ground : And the great Convultion above 
ffty years ago , was ſo terrible, that there wasno 
ſmallftear in Naples, tho it lyesat the diſtance of 


ſeven Miles from the Hill , py the Storm was '

choaked under ground ; fort 
| | more 
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more thanordinary, yet there was noeruption : 
It was indeed ſmoking not only inthe mouth of . 
the little Moznt,that is formed within the great 
waſt that the fire hath made, bur alſo all x 
the bottom that is berween the cen—_—_ 
mouth of this ountarn (which is four 
miles' in compaſs) and that :inyward Hil. 
When” one ſees the Mouth .of this fire, and 
ſo great a part of the Hill which is covered 
ſome foot deep with aſhes and ſtones of a 
metallick Compoſition , .that the fire throws 
out, he cannot but ftand amazed, and wonder 


What can be the Fuel of ſo laſting a Burning z 


that 'hath calcined ſo much matter , and 
ſpewed out ſuch prodigious quantities. It 
is plain, there are vaſt Veins of Sulphny all 
along in this Soil, and it ſeems jn this 
Mountain they run along through - ſome 
Aines and Rocks; and as their {low .con+ 
ſumption produceth a perpetual ſmoke, 
ſo when the Air within 1s ſo much rarified 
that it muſt open it felt, it throws up thoſe 
maſſes of Mettle and Rock that ſhut it ins 
but how this Fire draws in Air to nouriſh its 
Flame , is not ſo cafily apprehended, unleſs 
there is either a conveyance of Air. under 
ground., by ſome undiſcovered vacut- 
ty, or a more inſenſible tranſmiſhon of Air , 
through the pores of rhe Earth. The heat of this 
Hill operates ſo much upon the Soil, thatlyes 
upon 1t towards the toot of it, that it pro= 
duceth the richeſt Wine about Naples ,.and it 
alſo purifieth the Air ſo much, that the Yslageat 
the botrom is thought the beft Air of the Conn 
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ry , fo that many come from Naples thither 
. for. their health. 1ch:a, that is an Fland not 
= from Naples, dothalio ſometimes ſpew our 

re. 

On the other ſide of Naples to the Weſt, 
one paſſeth through the Cave that-piercerh the 
Pauſalippe , and is four hundred; and forty 
paces long; for I walked it on foot to take 
its. true meaſure; it is twenty foot broad, and 
at firſt forty foot high, bur afterwards it is 
bur twenty foot high ; the Srone cut out here 
1s good for building ; ſo that as this opened 
the way from Pxuzzols to Naples , it was alſo a 
Carry for the. building of the Towe : All 
along the way here, one diſcovers a ſtrange 
boiling. within the ground ; for alittle beyond 
this Grot of Pauſalippe, as we come near the 
Lake of Aniano, there is of the one Hand , a 
Bath, occaſioned by a Steam thar riſeth ſo hor 
out of the ground, that as ſoorras one goeth a 
lirtle into 1t, he finds himſelf all over ina ſwear, 
which is very proper for ſome Diſeaſes, cipe- 
cially that which carries itsnatne from Naples : 
And about twenty paces from thence , rhere 
is another httle Groz , that ſenftls out a Poy- 
ſonous Steam, that as it puts out a Candle, as 
foon as it cometh near it, fo it infallibly &/- 
teth any living Creature within a minute of 
time ; tor in half that time a Dog, upon which 
the Experiment is commonly try'd (the Grot 
being trom thence called Grotto ds Cane) tell 
into a conyulſion. From that one goeth to 
ſee-the poor Reſts of Pzz0l:, and of all that 
Bay, that was once all about, a tratt of Towns, 
IT 
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it having. been the: retreat of, thy. Romans,  - * 
durit the heats of the: Summer. AN the Ra- 
r:ties here, have been ſo often ,and ſocopioul- 
ly deſcribed, that I am. ſeaſible I.can ad nos 
thing to what is ſo. well known, I will ay no- 
thing of the Amphitheater , or of Geero and 
V:iroils Houſes, for which there is nothing bur 
a dubious tradition ; they are ancient brick 
buildings of the Roman ,way , and the yaulrs 
of VirgiPs Houſe are ſtill antire : The , Sulfata- 
ra isa {urprizing thing ; here is a bottom, out of 


- which the force of the Fire, that breaks our ſtill 


inmany places, in a thick teaming ſmoke, that 
is full of Brimſtone, did throw up about ahun- 
dred and fifty years ago, a valt quantity of Earth, 
which was -carried above three miles thence, 
and, formed the Hill called Monte ove, upon 
the Ruins of a Town, that was overwhelmed 
with this Eruption, which is of a very conft- ' 
derable height z they told me, that there was 
before that time a Channel , that went, from 
the Bay into the Lake of Averno, of which 
one ſees the beginnings in the Bay at ſome di- 
ſtance from the ſhore, it carrieth ſtill the 
name of 7#lw's Mole, and is believed ro have 
been made by 7lins Ceſar. But by the ſwel- 
ling of the ground upon the Eruption of the - 
Sulfatara, this paſlage is {topt, and the Averno 
15now treſh Water ; itis eighteen fathom deep. 
On the fide of it is that amazing Cave, where 
the Sy4:/ is ſaid ro have given out her Jnſpi- 
rations; the hewing it our 'of. the Rock, hath 
been a prodigious Work ; for the. Rock, is-one 
af the hardeſt Stones in- the World, and the 
O 4 (ave 
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Cave gocth in ſeven hundred foot long , twen- 
ty foot broad, and as I could gueſs, eighteen 
foot high : and from the end of this great 
Gallery, there is anarrow paſlage of three foot 
broad, twohundred foot long, and ſeven high, 
to. a little apartment, to which we go'in a 
conſtant floping deſcent from rhe great Cave; 
here are three- little rooms , in one of them 
there are ſome Reſts of an Old Moſazch,, with 
which the Walls and Roof were laid over; 


there is alſo a ſpring of Water and a Bath; in. 


which it is ſuppoſed the Sybi/ bathed her ſelf; 
and-from this Cave it is faid , that there runs a 
Cave all along to Cama, which is three 
long miles, but the paſſage is now choakt by 
the falling in of the Rock, in ſeyeral places: 
This: piece of Work amazed me. I did not 
much mind- the popular opinion that is eaſily 
received there, that all this was done by the 
Devil; the marks of the Chizzel in all the 
parts of the Rock ſheweth, that this 1s not a 
work -of Nature. Certainly they had both 
much leiſure, and many hands at their com- 
mand who ſet- about it; and it ſeems to have 
been wrought out with no other deſign, bur 
ro {ſubdue the People more intirely to the con- 
duct of the Prieſts that managed this /mpoſtare; 
ſo buſfic and induſtrious hath rhe Ambition and 
Fraud of the P#ze/ts been in all Ages, and in all 
corrupt” Rel/igrons, Bur of all the Scenes of 
Noble Objetts that preſent jt ſelf in the Bay 
of 'Puzzolo, the Reſts of Calignla's Bridge are 
the moit amazing 3 for there are yer ſtanding 
.cioht or ten of the Pillars that ſupported the 

48 es Arches, 
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Arches, and of ſome of the Arches, the half 
is yer intire. [I had not a line with me to ex- 
amine the depth of the Water where the tur- 
theſt of thoſe Pillars is built z.but my Water- 
man aſſured me, it was fifty Cubits. I have 
ſince my being in Naples ,- inſtrufted one that 
was going thither in this particular, and have 
received this account from him ; that he had 
taken care to plum the water at the furtheſt 

illar of Caliguls's bridge , on the Puzzolo 
File; and found it was ſeven fathom and a 
half deep : bur he adds, that the Watermen 
aſſured him , that on the other fide- before 
Baia, the water was twenty {ix fathom deep : 
but as he had not a plummer long enough to 
try that, ſo he beheved a good deal ought 
to be abated; for the Watermen had aflured 
him , that the Water was ten fathom deep 
on the P#zzols fide , tho upon tryal he found 
it was only ſeven and a half : and by this 
meaſure one may ſuppoſe that the water is 
twenty fathom deep on the other (ide : fo that 
it is one of the moſt aſtoniſhing things that 
one can think of , that pillars of Brick could 
have been builr in ſuch a depth of water. 

This I cannot believe, bur it is certainly fo 
deep that one can ſcarce imagin how it ws poſ- 
ſible to build in ſuch a depth, and for the car- 
rying off of the Sea, that ſeems yet more 1m- 
p tble. Itis a Noble Monument of the pro- 

uſe and extravagant Expence of a Brutal Ty- 
rant, who made one of the vaſteſt Bridges that 
ever was attempted, oven three or four Miles of 
WF. Sea, 
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- See :-meerly:'to ſacrifice ſo great a Treaſure 
to his. Vanity : As for Agripina's Tomb, it is 


- 


00 great matter , only. the Bas Reliefs are. yer. 
eatire. The marvellous Fish- Pond. is a great 
Balin of Water, wrought like a huge Temple, 
ſtanding upon eight and forty great P«lars, all 
hewed out of the Rock ; and they are laid 
over with four cruſts of the old Plaiſter , which 
15 now as hard as ſtone; this: is believed to be 
a work of Nero's : and about. a quarter of a 
mile from thence, there is another vaſt work , 
which goeth into a Rock, but at the entrance 
there is a noble Porztzco built of Psllars of Brick, 
and as one enters into the Rock, , he finds a 
great many rooms regularly ſhaped , hewed 
out. of the Rock , and all covered over with 
Plaiſter, which is ſtill intire , and fo white, 
that one can hardly think that it hathnot been 
waſhed over {ince 1t was firſt made; there are 
a vaſt number of thoſe Rooms , they are ſaid to 
be a hundred ; from whence this Cave carrieth 
the name of the Centum Camere : This hath 
been as expenſive a work as it is uſeleſs; it is 
intituled to Nero, and here they fay he kepr 
his Priſoners, But there is nothing in, all 
this Bay that is both ſo curious and fo uſeful as 
the Baths, which ſeem to flow from the ſame 
reaſon that is the cauſe of theſe Erzprions in 
the Veſuvio and Sulfatara, and the Grotzos for- 
merly mentioned , that as this heat makes ſome 
Fountains there to be boiling hot, ſoit ſends upa 
fleam through the Rock, that doth nor break 
through the pores of the Stone where it 1s hve ; 

ut 
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but where the Rockis ſoft and ſpungy , there the 
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ſteams come through with ſo melting a heat, 
that a man 1s ſoon, as it were , diffolved in 
ſweat ; bur it he ſtoops low in the palſlages 
that are-cut in the Rock, he finds -no heat, be» 
cauſe there the Rock is hard. Thoſe Sreams,- 
as they are all Hor , fo they are impregnated 
with ſuch Minerals as they find in ther way 
through the Rock; and near this Bath thereare 
Galleries hewed our of the Rock, and faced 
with a building in whichthere are, asit were, 
Bedſteads made in the Walls , upon ,which, 
thoſe that come thither,to ſweat for their health, 
lay their Quilts and Bed-cloaths, and ſo come 
regularly out of their fweats. FN 

It is certaimy that a man can. no where paſs 
a day of his life, both with ſq much pleaſure, 
and with ſuchadvantage;as he finds inthis jour- 
ney to Przzoli, and all alohg the Bay : but tho 
anciently this was all ſo well built, ſo peopled, 
and ſo beautifully laid out, yet no where doth 
one ſee more vifibly what a change Time brings 
upon all places: for Naples hath fo intirely eat 
our this place,, and drawn its Inhabitants to it, 
that as Puzzol tr {elf is but a ſmall Yillage y fo 
there is now no other in all this Bay', which 
was anciently built almoſt all round for there 
were ſeven big Tewns upon it. Having thus 
rold you what I found moſt conſiderable in Nz- 


ples, I cannot paſs by-that Noble ' remnant 


of ' the Yia Apia, that runs along thirty miles - 


of the Way between it and Rome, without ma- 


king ſome mention of it : this High-way is twelve 
foor 
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foot broad , -all made of huge Stones, moſt of 
them blew , and they are generally a foot and . 
halflargeof all fides : che ſtrength ofthis Caſe- 
ay appears 1n its long duration , for it hath 
laſted above eighteen. hundred Tears ; and is 
in-moſt places for ſeveral miles together , as in« 
tire-as when it was firſt made ; andthe Botches 
that have been made for mending ſuch places, 
that have -been worn out by time, ſhews a 
very. viſible difference between the ancient and 
the-modern way of *paving. One thing ſeems 
' ſtrange, that the way is level with the earth 'on 
both ſides : wheteas ſo much weight as thoſe 
Stones carry, ſhould have ſunk the ground un- 
der them by its preſlure : Beſides , that the . 
Earth , eſpecially in low grounds , receives 
a conſtant increaſe chiefly by. the duſt which 
the Winds or Brooks carry down-- from the 
Hills, both which Reaſons ſhould make a more 
ſenſible difference between thoſe Mayes and 
the Soil on both ſides : and this makes me apt 
to believe, that anciently thoſe Wayes were a 
little raiſed above the level of the ground, 
and that a courſe of ſo many Ages hath now 
brought them to an equality : Thoſe Wayes 
were chiefly made for {ſuch as go on foot : 
for as nothing is more pleaſant, than to walk 
along them , ſo nothing more inconvenient 
/ far Horſes and-all forts of Carriage; and in- 
deed eMiulers are the only Beaſts of burthen 
> * that can hold our long in this Road , which 
beats all Horſes after they have gone ir a little 


while. There arc ſeyeral Reſts of Roman 
137.44 An 
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. Antiquities at. the Mole of Cajeta ; but the 
Ie of Caprea,,now any whichis alittle 
way into. the Sea oft from Naples, gave me 2 
ſtravge Idea . of Tiberinss Reign, Uince it is 
hard to tell, whether it was more extraordi- 
nary, to ſee a Prince abandon the beſt Seats 
and Palaces of 7taly, and ſhut himſelf up. in 
a little Jfanrd , in which I was told , there 
was a tradition of ſeven little Palaces'that-he 
built in it; or to ſee fo vaſt a body as th 


Roman Empire ſo governed by ſuch a Tyran:. 


nical Prince , at ſuch a diſtance from . the, 
chief Seat , ſo that all might have. been. re- 
verſed long before that the News of: 1t 
could have been brought te him. And 
as there is nothing more wonderful in Sto» 
ry. than to ſee - vaſt a State, that had ſo 
great a ſenſe of liberty , ſubdued by-.ſo bru- 


tal;-and ſo voluptuous a Man as Anthony, and 


fo raw a Towth as Auguſtrs 3, ſo the wonder 
is much improved, when we ſee a Prince at a 
bundred. and fifty files diſtance , ſhut up 
in an land, carry the Reins of ſo great . a 
Body in his hand, and turn it which way. he 
pleaſed. 


But now I come to Rome, whuch as it. was 


once the Empreſ; of the World, in a ſucceſſion 
of many Ages, ſo hath in it at preſent more 
curious things to entertain the attention of: a 
Tyaveller, than any other place in Exrope. 
On the ſide of Tx/ſcany , the entry into Rowe 
is very ſurprizing to Strangers ; for one. com+ 
eth along for a great many miles , .upon the 
| remains 
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remains of the Via Flamminia, which isnot in-. 


deed fo entire as the Via eApprey yet there is 
enough left to raiſe a juſt Idea of the Roman 
Greatneſs, who laid ſuch Canſewayes all raly 
over. And within the Gate of the Porta ds 
Populo , there is a Noble Obelich,, a valt 
Fountain, two fine little Charches , like 
twotwins, reſembling one another, as well as 
placed near one another, and on ſeveral hands 
one ſees a long Viſa of Streets. There isnot 
a Town in theſe parts of the World, wherethe 
Churches, Convents, and Palaces are ſo Noble, 
and where the other Buildings are fo mean; 
which indeed diſcovers very viſibly the Mi- 


ſery under which the Romans ' groan. The 


Churches of Rome are fo well known , that 1 
will not adventureon any deſcription of them , 
andindeed, I had too tranſcient a view of them, 
to make it with that degree of exattneſs which 
the ſubje& requires. S. Peters alone would 
make a big Book , not to fay a' long Letter. 
Its length, height, and breadth are' all fo 
exactly proportioned, and the eye is ſo equal- 
ly poſſeſſed with all theſe , that the whole, 
upon the firſt view, doth not appear ſo vaſt 
as it is found to be upon a more particular at- 
tention : and as the four Pillars, upon which 
the Czpulo riſes , are of ſuch a prodigious 
bigneſs, that one would think they were ſtrong 
enough to bear any ſuperſtructure whatſoever; 
ſo when one climbs up to the top of that 'vaſt

That which pleaſed me moſt , 
was of a more publick nature z before I left 
Geneva, the number of the Englizh there was 
ſuch , that I found we could ' make a ſmall 
(ongregation ; for we were twelve or fourteen 
fol addreſſed my ſelf to the Cownet of 25. for 
Liberty to have our own Worship in our own 
Language , according to the Engluh Litnr- 
gy. This was immediately granted info obliging 
'"a manner, that as there was not one perſon 
that made any Exception to it , ſo they ſent 
one of their Body to me, to let me know, 
that in caſe our number ſhould grow to be ſo 
great, that it were fit for us-to affemble in a 
Charch, they would grant us one which had 


been done in Queen e Maries Rerpn -. but till } 


then, we might hold our Aſembhs as we 
| thought 
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waſted his ſtrength z amidſt all the afluegce 
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thought fit; So after that time, during the 
reſt of my ſtay there , we had every San- 
day our Devotions according to the Commun 
Prayer Morning. and Evening : and at the 
Evening Prayer, I preacht in a Rooms that 
was indeed too large for our ſmall Compa- 
ny ; but there bemg a conſiderable number 
in Geneva that Underſtand Englizh, and in 
particular ſome of the Profeſſors and «Afini- 
fters; we had a great many Szrengers that 
met with us: and the laſt Sunday I gave the 
Sacrament according to the way of the 
Church of England, and __ this occaſion, 
I found a general joy in the Town , for this, 
that I had given them an Opportunity of ex. 
prefling the reſpect they had for our (arch, 
and as in their publick Prayers they alwayes 
prayed for the Churches of Great Brittain, 
as well as for the King, ſo in private 
Diſcourſe they ſhewed all poſlible eſteem for 
our, Conſtitutions , and they ſpoke of the 
unhappy Divifons among us, and of the - 
Separation that was made from us, upon 

the account of our Government Ind Cere- 

monies, with great regretFand dislike. I ſhall 

name to you only two of their Profeſſowys, 

that as they. are Men of great Diſtin6tion, ſs 

they were the perſons with whom I converſed 

the moſt. 'The one is Mr. Txarretin, a Man 
of great Learning, that by his Indefatigable 
Study and Labour has much worn out , and 
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a'humble and mortified temper-;\and of an 


active and fervent Charity , proportioned to 
his Abundance, or rather beyondit: And there 


is in him ſuch a melting Zeal for Religion, as. 


the preſent conjunEture calls for ,' with all the 
ſeriouſneſs of Piety and Devotion , which 
ſhews-it ſelf both in- private converſation and 
in his moſt —_— Sermons, by which he en- 
ters deep into the Conſciences of his Hearers, 
The other is Mr. Trenchin , a Man of a ſtrong 
Head, and of a clear and corre& Judgment) 
who has all his thoughts well digeſted ; his 
Converſation has an engaging charm in it thar 
cannot be reſiſted : He is a Man 'of Extraor- 
dinary vertue, and of a Readineſs to oblige 
and ſerve all perſons, that has ſcarce any mea- 
ſures : His Sermons have a ſublimity in them, 
that ſtrikes the Hearer, as well as it edifyes 
him : His Thoughts are noble, and his Elo- 
uence is Maſculine and exact, and has all 
"the Mag of the Chair in it,tempered with 
all the eſs of Perſuaſion , ſo that he not 
only 'convinces his: Hearers , - but ſubdues 
them , and triumphs oyer them. In. ſuch 
Company it was no wonder , if time ſeemed 
to go' off too faſt, ſo that I left Geneve 
with a concern , that I could not have felr 
in leaving any place, cut of the 7 of Brit-

that I ftaid ſometime at Bern , and' knew it 
better; and at this ſecond time it was, that 
My Lord Advoyer a Erlach gave Order to 
ſhew me the Original Recoras of the famous 
Proceſi of the four Dominicans ; upon which 
I have retoucht the Letter that I writ to you 
laft year , ſo that I now ſend it to you with 
the Corre&ions and Inlargements , that 
wn ſecond ſtay at Bern gave me occaſion to 
make. 


Baſil is the 'Town of the greateſt extent- 


of all Switzerland, but it 1s not inhabited in 
proportion to its extent. 'The Rhzne maketh 
a Crook before it ; and the Towns is (cituated 
on 4 riſing ground, which hath a noble effect 
on the Eye, .when one 1s on the Brrage ; for 
it looketh like a Theater. Little Baſil on 
the other fide of the Rhine, is almoſt a 
fourth part of the whole : the Town is ſur- 
rounded” with a Wall and Ditch ; bur ir is 
ſo expoſed on ſo, many fides , and hath now 
ſo dreadful a Neighboxr within a quarter of a 
League of it, the Fort of Hunningen, that ir 
hath nothing to truſt to, humanely ſpeaking, 
but its Un:on with the other Cantons. The 
Maxims ot-this Canton have hindred its being 
betrer peopled than it is; the Advantages 
of the Burgership are ſuch, that the Citizens 
Will not ſhare them with Sprangers , and = 
| tals 
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this means they do not_ admit them. . For 1 
was told , rhat during the laſt War, that. 
Alſatia, was fo often the Seat of both Armys, 
Baſil having then a Neurrality', it might have 
been well filled, if it had not been for this 
Maxim. , And it were a great Happineſs to 
all the Cantons, if they .could+ have diffe- 
rent Degrees of Burger:hip, 1o that the lower 
Degrees might be given to Strangers for their 
Incouragement to come and. live among them: 
and the higher Degrees , which quality Men 
for the advantagious Imployments of the 
State, might be, referved tor the Anciens 
Families of the Natives. Baſil is divided into 
fiexteen Companies , and every one of theſe 
four Members in the l:ttle Council, fa 
that it conſiſteth of /fxty four : _ Bur of thoſe 
four , twa are choſen by the Company it 
ſelf, who are called the Maſters, and the other 
two are choſen by the Comncil out of the 
Company', and thus as there are two ſorts 
of Corncellors, choſen in thoſe different 
manners , there are allo two chiet Mags- 
ſtrates, "There are two. Burgermaſlers, that 
Reign by turns, and two £xnft- Maſters , that 
have alſo their turns, and all is for life 
and_ the laſt are the Heads of the Companies , 
like the Romans Tribunes of the People, The 
Fabrick ot the State-Hoxſe is ancient; there 
is very good painting | in freſco. upon the 
Walls ; one piece hath given much offence 
to the Papiſts, rho they have no Reaſon 
to blame the Reformarion for it , fince if 
R 4 Was 
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was done. ſeveral years before it , in' the 
year 1510. It is a Repreſentation of the' Day 
of Fudgement , and after Sentence / given , 
the Dewil is repreſented driving many before 


him to Hell , /and among - theſe there is a- 
Fae , and ſeveral Eccle/iafticks. But it Is, 


believed , that the Comncil, which fate ſo long 
in this place, atting ſo vigorouſly againſt the 
Pope , ingaged the Town into ſuch a hatred 
of the Papacy, that this might give the riſe 
to this Repreſentation. 'The more learned in 
the Town aſcribe the beginning of the Cu- 
ſtom in Baſil of the (locks anticipating the 
rime a full Hour , to the fitting of the Coun- 
 c#, and they fay, that in order to the Advan- 

cing of bulineſs , and the ſhortning their 
Seſſions » [they ordered their Clocks to be 
fer forward an Hour , which conrinueth to 
this day. The Cathedral is a great old 'Go- 
thick Building 3 the (hamber wheks the Coun- 
cil fate, is of no great reception, and isa very or- 
dinary Room : Eraſmws*s Tomb is only a plain 
Inſcription upon a great Braſs Plate; There are 
many of Holbens's Pittures here, who was a na- 


tive of Baſil , and was recommended by Eraſ- 


mus to King Henry the VIII. the two beſt are 
a Corpo.or Chriſt Dead, which is certainly one 
of the beſt Piftares in the World : There is 
another Prece of his in the Stadt- Houſe (for 
this is in the publick Library) of about three 
or four foot ſquare, in which, 1n fix. ſeveral 
Cantons , the teyeral parts of our Seviowrs 
CIS "SP 
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| Paſſion are repreſented with 4 life and beauty 
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that cannot enough admired ; it is valued 
at ter thouſand Crowns ; it is on Woed, bur 
hath that Freſhneſs of colour ftill'on it , that 
ſeems particuliar to Helbens's Peneil. There 
1s alſo a Dance , thathe painted on the Walls ofan- 
Howxſe where he uſed to drink, that is ſo worn' 
out, that very little is now to be ſeen, except 
ſhapes and Poſtures : but theſe ſhew 'the ex- 
quifiteneſs of the Hand. "There is another lon- 
r Dance, that runneth all along 'the fide of- 
the Convent of the Auguſtinians, which isnow 
the French Church, which is Deaths Dance ; 
there arc above threeſcore Figures in it at tull 
length ; of Perſons of all ranks, from Popes, 
Emperors and Kings, downtg the meanelt forts' 
of People, and of all Ages and Profeſhons, to- 
whom Death appeareth in an infolent and-fur- 
prizing poſture-; and the ſeveral Paſſions that 
they expreſs, are ſo well ſet out, that thiswas! 
certainly a great deſign. Bur the Freſco being 
expoſed to the Ar, this was ſo worn out ſome” 
time ago, that they ordered the beſt Painter 
they had to lay new Colours on it; 'but this 
1$ G ill done , that one had rather fee the 
dead ſhadows of Holbens's Pencil ,"than this 
courſe work. There 5 in Baſil a Gun- 
Smith , that maketh Wind - Gans, and he 
ſhewed me one, that as it received at once 
Air for ten ſhot , fo it had this peculiar to it, 
which he pretends is his own Invention, that- 
he can Diſcharge all the Air that can”be par- 
celled out in ten ſhot at once, to five-a mk 
ow 
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blow. I confeſs thoſearetexrible Inſtruments, 


and it ſeems the inrereſt of mankind, to forbid 
them quite , fince they can be | imployed. ro 
Aſlaffinate Perſons ſo dextrouſly , that neither 
Noiſe nor Fire will diſcover from what hand the 
Shot cometh. 'The Library of Baſil wy nx 


the beſt in. all Switzerland, there is a finecol- 


leEtion of Meaadals in it, and a very handſome 
Library of Manuſcripts ; the Room is Noble, 
and-dilpoſed in a very good Method. Their 
Hanuſcripts are chiefly , the Latin Fathers , 
or Latin. Tran/lations of the Greek Fathers, 
ſome good Bibles ; they have the Goſpel in 
Greek Capitals, but they are vitioufly writ in 
many places: there 1s an infinite a——— of the 
Writers of the darker Apes , and there are 
Legends and Serlons without number. All 
the Books that were in the ſeveral Moneafteries, 
at the time of the Reformation, were carefully 
preſerved ; and they believe, that the Bishops 
who fate here in the Comncil, brought with 
tHem a great many Manuſcripts which they ne- 
ver carried away. Among their Manaſcripts, 
I ſaw four of Huſs's Letters , that he writ to 
the Bohemians the day before his death, which 
are very deyout, but exccſhvely limple, The 
Aanuſcripts of this Library arc far more nu- 
merous than thoſe of Bern , which were ga- 
thered - by Rogers » and left by him to 
the publick Levrary there : they are indeed 
very little conſidered there , and are- the 
worſt kept that ever I ſaw : Burt it is a No- 
ble Colledion of all the ancient Latin A 
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thors ; they have ſome few of the beſt of the * 


Roman times , writ in great Charatters, and * 
there are many that are ſeven or eight hundred 
Years old. There is in Baſil one of the beſt 
collections of Meddals that ever I ſaw in pris 
vate:hands ; together with a Noble Library; 
ir which there are ſansuſcriprs of good anti- 

uity , that belongs tothe Family of Fefch , and 
that goeth from one learned man of the Family 
toanother; for this Inher:tence can only paſsto 
a'man of Learning, and when the Family pro- 


_ ducethnone, thenit is to go to the publick, In 


Baſil, as the ſeveral (ompanies have been more 
or leſs ſtrict, in admitting ſome to a Freedoms 
in the Company , that have not been of the 
Trade, fo they retain their Priviledges to this 
day. For in ſuch Companies, that have once 
received ſuch a number that .have not been 
of the Trade, as grew to be the, majority, the 
Trade hath never been able ro recover their 
Intereſt. Burt ſome Companies have been 
more cautions, and have never admitted any 
but thoſe that were of the Trade , ſo that 
they retain their Intereſt {till in Government. 
Of theſe the Bxrchers were named for one , 
ſo that there are alwayes four Butchers in the 
Council : The great Conncil confiiteth of 2240 
hundred and forty , but they have no power 
left them, and they are only aſſembled upon 
ſome extraordinary occafions , when -the 
little Council thinketh fit to communicate 
any important matter to them. There. are 
but ſix Bailiages-that belong to. Baſil, which 

are 
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are not imployments of great advantage ; «for . 
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the beſt of them doth afford ro the Bazlif only 
a thouſand Livres a Tear : They reckon thar 


"there are in Ba/ three thouſand: « Men that: 
© ean bear Arms , and that .they could” raiſe 
- four. thouſand more out of the Cantoni,.fo7 
. that the Town is almoſt the -half of this Stazeyi 
and the whole maketh thirty Parishes. There» 
are eighteen Profeſſors in this Vniverſityz and: 
there. is a Spirit of a. more free and generous. 
Learning ſtirring there, than I ſaw in all thofe- 


$. There is a great decency of Habit 'in 


Bafil, and the Garb both.of the Councellors z. 
Miniſters and Proteflors , their /:#* Rxffs, and: 


their /ong Beards, have an Air that is Augulſt: 
The appointments are but ſmall, for Cexn- 
eellors , e Miniſters and 'Profeſſors have but a 
hundred Crowns apiece .: It is true , many 
Aliniſters are_ Profeſſors ,, lo this mendeth the 
matter a little : But perhaps it would go 


better with the State of Learning there, if 


they had but half the number ot Profeſſors, 
and if thoſe were a little better incouraged. 
No where is the rule of S:. Pax! | of Wo- 
mens having on their heads the Badge of the 
Authority under. which they are brought , 
which by a phraſe that is not extraordinary, 
he calleth Power |] better obſerved than ar 
Baſil ; for all the «Married Women go. to 
Church with a Coif on their Heads , that is 
ſo folded , that as it cometh down fo far as 
to cover their Eyes , ſo another folding cove- 
reth alſo their Hourh and Chin , 7 that 
no- 
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nothing but the 'Noſe- appears, and then. all 
rurns Gotrward in a tolding , that hangeth down 
to their \midleg.' © This 1s always White ;, fo 
that there is: there ſuch a ſight of White Heads 
in their (burches, as cannot be found any where 
elſe : The Unmarried Women wear Hats, tur- 
ned up in the brimsbeforeand behind; and the 
brims 6f the fides being about a foot broad, 
ſtand out far'on both hands : 'This faſhion is 
alſo at Strasburg, andis worn there alſo by the 
Married Women...

I mentioned formerly the conſtant danger 


. to which this Place 1s expoſed , from the 


neighbourhood of Hanningen; I was told,that at 
firſt it was pretended , that the French King 
intended to build only a ſmall Fore there, 
and it was believed, that one of the Bmurgo-= 
maſters of Baſil , who was thought not onl 
the wiſeſt man of that Canton , bur of all 
Switzerland , was gained to lay all men fleep , 
and to aſſure them, that the ſuffering this Fore 
to be built ſo near them , was. of no impor- 
tance to them ; but now they ſee too late their 
fatal Error : For the place 1s great, and will 
hold a Garr:sſon of three or four thouſand 
Men.; it is a Pentagone , only the fide- ro 
the Rhine is fo large, that if it went round 
on that fide , I beheve it muſt have been a 
Hexagone , the Baſtions have all Orilons, 
and in the middle of them there is a void 
ſpace, not filled up with carth , where there 
is a AAagazine built fo thick in-the Yau," 
that it is proof againſt Bombs : The Ramparts

are firongly faced z there is a large Ditch ;; 
and before 'the- Correve , in the middle of the 
Ditch ,there runs all a Horm work, which 
is but ten or twelve foot high; and from the 
botrom of. the Rampart ,- there goeth a Vault 
to this Horn-work , that is for conveying of 
men ,for. its defence ; before this Horn-work 
there is a half Moon , with this that is pe- 
culiar to thoſe new Fortefications , that there 
is a Ditch that cuts the half Aoon in an An- 
gle , and maketh one half Moon within ano- 
ther 3 beyond that. there 1s a Connrerſcarp 
about twelve foot high above the Water , 
with a covered Way, and a Glacy deſigned, 
tho not executed ; there is alſoa great Horn« 
work beſides all this, which runs out a huge way 
with its Ozt-works towards Befil ; there is al- 
ſoa Bridge laid over the Rhine, and there bei 
an J/land. in the River , where the Bridpe 1s 
laid, there is a Horn-work that fillethandtorti- 
fieth it. The Buildings in this Fort are beauti- 
ful, andthe Square can hold above tour thou- 
fand Men; the Worksarenot yer quite finiſhed, 
but when all is compleated , this will be one 
of the ſtrongeſt places in Emnrope : There is a 
Cavelier on one or two of the Baſtions , and 
there are half * Moons before the Baſtions, fo 
that the Switzers (ee their danger now, when 
itisnoteaſy to redreſsit. This placeis ſcitua+ 
ted in a great Plain, ſo that it 1s commanded 
by no riſing ground on any fide of it. I.made 
2 little Tour ito Alſace , as far as Monntbel- 
hard; the Soil -is extream rich , but it _ 
| cen 
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been fo long a Prentier Country; and is, by 
conſequence, ſo ill peopled, that it is4nmany 
places over-grown with Woods :"In one re. 
ſpect 4t is fat cobe the ſeat of War, for it isfull 
of ſron-works , which bring. a great deal -of 
Money into the Country. I ſaw nothing 
liar in the /ron-Works there ( except. that the 
lides of the great Bellows were not of Leather, 
but of Wed , Which faves much money) fo 
will not ftand ro deſcribe them. The Rsver of 
the Rhzne, all from Baſil to Spire, is fo low, 
and is on both fides ſo covered with Heods , 
that one that cometh down in a Boat-hath ao 
fight of the Country: The &:ver runneth ſome» 
times with ſuch a force, that norhing bur ſuck 
woods could preſerve its Banks, and eventheſe 
are not able to fave them quite ; for the Trees 
are often waſhed away by the very Roots, {o 
that m many places thoſe Trees ly aiong n-the 
Channel ofthe River: It hath been alſo thoughr 
a ſortofa Fortsfication to both fides of the Rewer, 
to have it thus faced with Woods, which ma- 
keth thepaſling of Men dangerous, when they 
muſt march for ſometime after their paſlage 
through a defile. The firſt night from Bafl 
we came to Briſac , which is a poor and mifera» 
ble Town, bur it is a noble Fortification , and 
hath on the Weſt-ſide of the River , over 
which a Bridge is laid , a regular Fort of 
four or five Baſftions, The' Town of Briſac 
riſeth all on a Hill, which is a conſiderable

Hitherto the Capitulation , with relation to

for the greateſt part ſo inconſiderable, they not 
being 1a all above two hundred, as [ was told, 
that if they do not imploy the new-fachioned 
Miſſtonaries 4 is Dragonne, the oldones arenot 
like ts baveſo great a haryeſt there as they pro- 
miſed themſelves, tho they are 7eſuztes.

therans for the greateſt part, retain their Ani- 
moſities almoſt toan equal degree both againſt 
Papiſts and Catvim/ts. I was in their Church, 
where, it the Hu/ick, of their Pſalms pleaſed me 
much, the /rreverence in/inging, it being freeto 
keep on, or put off the Hat, did appear very 
ſtrange to me: The Chxrches are full of Piftures, 
in which the chief paſſages of our Savioars Lite 
are repreſented; but there jsno fortof religious 
reſpect pay'd them; they bow when they name

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ſux: bur they have not the Ceremonies that the

iſpoſe the ignorant people to change too calily. 
I Gund everal cool] oeople both of the Luthe- 
ran «Miniſters and others, acknowledge, that 
there was ſuch a Corruption of Morals ſpread 
over the whole City , that as they had uitly 
drawn down on theiriheadsthe -Plague of the 
loſs of their Liberty , ſo this having touchr 
them ſo little ,. they had reaſon to look tor'fe- 
verer ſtrokes : One ſeeth, in the ruin of this 
City, what a miſchievous” thing the popular 
pride ofa free (ty is: they fancied they were able 
to defend themſelves, and fo they refuſed roler 
an Imperial Garriſon come within their Town : 
for uf they had received only five hundred men, 
asthat ſmall number would not have been able 
to have oppreſt their Liberties: 5+ 1o it would 
have ſo ſecuredthe Town, thatthe French could 
not have befieged it, without making Way on 
the Empire: but the Town thought this was a 
Diminution of their Freedom- , and fo choſe 
rather to pay a Garriſon of three thouſand Sowl- 
ders, which as it exauſted their Revenxe , and 
brought them under great Taxes, ſoit proved 
too weak for their defence when the French Ar 
-y came before them. 'The Town begins to fink 
w its Trade , notwithſtanding the great cir- 
. culation of --foney that the expence of the 
Fortifications hath brought'to it : but when 
thatis atan end, itwill fk more ſenſibly; tor

have alwayes eight or ten thoufand Soaldiers in 
it , to coritinue long in a Floutiſhing State. 
There wasa great Animoſity between we of the 
chief Familys of the Town , Dietrich. and 
Obrecht; the former was the Burgomaſter, and 
was once almoſt run downbya Faction thar the 
other had raiſed againſthm : but he turned the 
tide, andgot ſuch an advantage againſt Obrechr; 
who had writ fomewhat againſt the Condut of 
their Aﬀairs , that he was Condemned and 
Beheaded for writing libels againſt the Go- 
verninhent. His Son 1s a learned mani , and 
was Profeſſor of the Civil Law : and he to 
have his turn of revenge againſt Dierrick , 
went to Parts laft Summer, and that he might 
make his Court the. better, changed his Rels- 


gion. Dietrick had been alwayes looked on as 


one of. the 5h:ef of the French Fattion, tho he 
had been at firſt an Imperial, fo it was 
thought , that he ſhould have been well re- 
warded 3 yet it was expected , that to make 
himſelfcapable of that, he ſhould have changed 
his Religion ; but he was aw ancient man, and 
would not. purchaſe his Court at that rate : fo 
withour any reaſon given:,- and againſt the ex- 
preſs words of the Capitmlation , he wasconfined 
to one of the midland Provinces of France, as 
Iremember, it was Limofin ; andthus be, that 
hath beenthought the chiefcauſe of this Town's 
falling under'the power of the French , is the 
firſt man that harh felt the effects of it. The 
Library here is conſiderable! z The Caſe is 2 
S 2 great 
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great Room, very. well contrived ; for it. is; 


divided into Cloſets all over the body of the 
Room, which runs about theſe as..a Gallery, 
and in'theſe Cloſets all round there are the . Books 
of the ſeveral Profeſſions lodged apart: There 
isone for Manyſcripts, 'in which thereare ſome 
of conſiderable Antiquity. I need fay nothin 
to you of the vaſt height, and the Getbicl 
Architeftare of the Steeple and of the grear 
Church, nor of the curious Clock ,wherethere 
is ſo vaſt a variety of motions ; tor theſe are 
well known. The Bas Reliefs upon the Tops of 
the great Plays of the Church are not fo vilt- 
ble, but they are ſurprizing ; tor this being a 
Fabrick of three or four hundred years old, it 
1s very ſtrange to ſee ſuch Repreſentations as 
are there.. There is a Proceſſion repreſented, in 
which a Hog carrieth the Pot with the Hol 
Water , and Aſſes and Hogs in Prieftly Veſt. 
ments follow to make up the Proceſſion; there 
is alſo an 45 ſtanding betore an Altar, as if he 
were going to Conſecrate , and one carrieth a 
Caſe with Reliques, within which one ſeeth a 
Fox.; and the Trains of all that go in this 
Proceſſion , are carried up by Monkies, This 
ſeems to have been made in hatred of the 
Monks, whom the Secular Clergy abhorred at 
that time, becauſe they had drawa the Wealth, 
and the following. of the World atter them, 
and they had .cxpoled the Secular Clergy, fo 
much for their ignorance, that it is probable 
after ſome Ages, the Monks falling under 
the ſame contempt, the Secular Clergy wok 
racir 
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their turn" in expoſing them in fo laſting a 
Repreſentation to the' Scorn” of the World, 
There is alſo in the Pulpit ' a Nun cur in 
Woed , lying along , and a Fryer lying” near 
her with his Breviary open ' before him and his - 
hand under the Nuns habit, and the Nuns feer 
are ſhod with iron ſhoes. I confeſs, I did not 
look for theſe things ; for I hi! not heard of 
them; but my Noble Friend Mr. Ablancourt

{ſupplied with all things neceſſary , during the 
Szege , that the Army lay not under the leaſt 
unealineſs all the while. From thence in three 
Hours time we came to Spire , which is fo 
naked a Town , that if 1t were attacked , 
it. could not make the leaſt rehſtance, The 
Town is neither great nor rich , and ſubſi-

building in the Gorhick manner , of the 
worſt tort. 'The Tombs of many Emperors, 
that ly buried there , are remarkable for 
their meanneſs ; they being only great Flag- 
ſtones layed on ſome ſmall Srone-balliſters of 
a foot and a half high : There are flo: 
the marks of a ridiculous Fable concerning Se. 
Bernard., which. is too fooliſh'to be related, 
yer fince they have takenſuch pains to preſerve 
the remembrance of it , I ſhall venwure to 
write it. There are from the Gate all along 
the Nef of the Church up to the Steps thar 
o'up to the Quire , four round Plates of 
rals , above a foot Diameter , and at the 
diſtance of thirty foot one from another, laid: 
in the pavement z on the firſt of theſe is 
ingraven, O Clemens; on the ſecond, Q Paz. 
on the third ,, Q Felix ; and on the fourth , 
e Maria : The laſt is about thirty foot diſtanr 
from a State of the Firgins : fo they fay: 
that Se. Bernard came up the: whole length 
of rhe Church at Foxr Steps , and that thoſe 
four Plates were laid where he iteprt : and: 
that at every Step he pronounced the word.

a1d the Dean wasabſent, ſo I could nor ſee them; 
tor hekept one of the Keys. 'The lower Palati-

in four years-pime he brought it to a Flou- 
riſhing condition : He raifed the Taxes as 
high as was poſhible withgur . diſpeopling his 
Country , all mens Efates were valued , and 
they were taxed at five.per cent of the value 
of : their, Eſtates 3 but their Eftates were not 
valued to'the rigour, but with ſuch abatements 
as have been ordinary in Eng/and in the times 
of Subſidies ; ſo. that when his Son offered to 
bring the Taxes. down . to two. per Cent cf 
the real value, .the Subje#s, all defired him 
rather ro continue them asthey were. There is 
no Prince 1n Germany that is more abſolute than 
the Eleffor Palatine; for he layeth on his S«b- 
jets what Taxes hepleaſeth , without being 
hmited to any forms of Government.

the Prince is under ſome ties to the Empe- 
your; but the Sxbjefts are under none. And 
by this D. Fabritimnms, a learned and judicious 
Profeſſor there , explained! thoſe words of Pa-* 
reas's Commentary on the Romans , which had: 
reſpe&t only to the Princes of the Empire: and 
were quute mifunderſtood by thoſe. who fancied? 
that thay favoured Kebellzon ; for there is no 
place in Exrope where all rebellious DoErine: 
15more born down thanthere; Ltound a great 
fpirit of Moderation, with relation to thoſe imall 
Controverſies, that have occaſioned ſuch heat: 
m the Proteſtant Churches, teigning in the 
Univerſty there, which is'in a great mea= 
fure owing to the Prudence , the Learning, 
and the happy Temper of Mind of D. Fabri- 
tins, and D. Mick ; who as they were long 
in England , {o they have that generous larg- 
neſs of Soul , which 1s the Noble Ornament 
of many of the Englich Divines, *' Prince 
Charls Lews ſaw that Manheim was marked 
out by Nature to be the moſt'important place 
of all his Terr:tory , it being ſcituated in the 
oint where the Neckar fallerhinto' the Rhine; 
fo that thoſe rwo Rivers defending it on two 
fides, it was'capable! of a good  Fortificarion :

and the- Water is not good, yet he inade a 
fine Town there , and a Noble Cirtadel, withs 
a regular Fortification about it; and he deſigned 
a great Palace 'there , but he did not live to 
build it. He ſaw of what advantage Liberty of 
Conſcience was to the peopling of his Comntry 
ſo. as be ſuffered the Zews to come and ſettle 
there, he relolyed alſo not only to ſuffer the 
three Religions , tolerated by the Laws of the 
Empire , to be profeſied there, but he built a 
Charch for them all three, which he called the 
Church of the Concord , in which bath Calvs. 
niſts , Lutherans and Papiſts had , in the order 
in which I have ſet them down., the exerciſe 
of their Religion ; and he maintained the peace 
of his Principality {0 money » that there was 
not the leaſt Diſorder occaſioned by this Tole- 
ration : Thisindeed made him to be fookr ON. as 
a Prince that did not much conſider Rel:gion, 
himſelf : He had a wonderful application to all 
affairs, and was not only his own chief Minefer, 
but healone did the work of many. | 

Bur I were Injuſt if I ſhould not fay ſome- 
what to you, ot the Princely YVertzes and the 
Celebrated Probity of the preſent Pr, Elettor, 
upon whom that Dignity is develved by the 
extinction of ſo many Princes; that in' this 
Age compoſed the moſt numerous Family. of 
any of that rank .in Ezrope. 'This Prance, as 
he is in many reſpects an honour to. the Reli- 
gion that he profeſſes , ſo is in nothing more 
ro be commended by. thoſe who differ from 
him, than for his exact adhereing ro the "we

Religion; and fo thoſe ſacred Promiſes that he * 


made his S»bjeffs, For he makes it appear 
to all the world , that he does not oi 
thoſe, as ſo many words ſpoken at firſt to lay his

not faced with Brick as the Walls are, and fo 
in many places it isinan ill condition ; the coves:

Town 1s rich, and driveth a great Trade , 
and is very pleaſantly ſcituated. Not far 
from hence 1s Hockam, that yieldeth the beft 
Wine of thoſe parts. Since I took Franks 
fort in' my way from Heidelberg to Mentz, 
F could not paſs by Worms, for which I was 
ſorry.
